Notes receivable and accrued interest in the amount of $51,759.81, have 
been acquired within the past year, all of which are secured by mortgages 
on improved real ‘estate in the city of El Paso, Texas. In the acquisition of 
these notes a threefold benefit has been derived—a sound investment of the 
organization’s funds at eight per cent interest; a stimulation of the sales of 
the International Brick Company, the notes having been purchased under 
reciprocal agreements; and, lastly, the increased good will and general im- 
provement of working conditions for the members of the craft in the 
community. Of the above amount $25,759.81 was acquired from the Inter- 
national Brick Company to apply on account and the balance was purchased 
outright. The detail of these notes is shown on Schedule No. 3 

Accounts receivable from subordinate unions show an increase of $928.75 
in the above statement. However, the aggregate unpaid accounts at June 380, 
1922, of $86,852.27 includes the balance due from unpaid special assessments - 
of approximately $20,000.00, leaving a balance due on account of regular dues 
of only $66,000.00 as compared with $85,923.52 at June 30, 1921. 

Cash, including bank balances and certificates of deposit, reflects an 
increase of $198,342.84, which represents chiefly that portion of the aggregate 
receipts of the special assessment not invested in bonds or mortgages or used 
otherwise. 

The aggregate fund balances have increased $303,516.39, which includes 
the revenue from the special assessment:

In the above statement showing the revenues credited and expenses 
charged to the various fund accounts, after arriving at the net gain or loss 
resulting from the ordinary and regular activities of the organization, I am 
adding the revenue from the War Tax in 1919 and 1920 and the revenue 
from the Special Assessment in 1922. 

At December ist, 1911, the balance to the credit of the general fund was 
$209,502.58 and at October Ist, 1917, the balance was $199,708.65, reflecting a 
decrease during this intervening seven year period of approximately $10,000.00. 
At June 80, 1922, however, the balance to the credit of the fund is $78,895.42, a 
decrease of over $120,000.00. This adverse showing is attributable entirely ei 
the additional administrative expenses that the Union has encountered since 
the beginning of the war and to the very large increase in the usual or ordinary 
general expenses. 

For your information I am showing herewith estimated items of revenue 
and expense of the General Fund for the twelve months’ period ended June 30, 
1923. The amounts used are based upon the costs of the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1922, taking into consideration such other items of expense as arise 
in a convention year.

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In reviewing the above amounts it must be born in mind that the figures 
used are estimated and subject to fluctuation. They are conservative, however, 
and have been prepared and submitted to show the necessity for adequate ~ 
provisions being made to offset this very apparent deficit in the General Fund.

The above comparative statement discloses one very important point, the 
fact that the organization is barely able to meet its current obligations from 
the revenue received from its regular dues. The net results of its operations 
during 1918 and 1919 discloses percentages of deficit, excluding the revenue 
from the war tax, of 5.98 and 10.03 per cent. This showing can be attributed 
directly to the increased relief and mortuary benefits paid during these two 
years because of the influenza epidemic and the war. The fiscal year 1920 
resulted in a slight gain and 1921 in a smaller loss. The year 1922 barely 
holds its own after eliminating the revenue received from the special assess- 
ment and the items chargeable thereto. It must also be remembered that the 
revenue from the increase in dues from 90c to $1.00 authorized at the Cleve- 
land convention has been effective for the whole year. 

The revenue from the special assessment amounts to $314,874.00, of which 
approximately $295,000.00 has been paid.

Secretary’s Report . 


To the Officers and Members of the B., M. & P. I. U.: 


Brothers:—In presenting to you the report of our affairs transpiring dur- 
ing the past two years, it will be readily conceded by the general membership 
that we have passed through a period full of stress and storm, both from within 
and without. Our administration ship has been battered and rammed from 
stem to stern by mutineers within our midst and by combined gigantic piratical 
institutions of union labor haters—would-be destroyers—from without. There- 
fore, we may perhaps be pardoned for taking especial pride in the fact that 
we have again arrived in port with an organization absolutely intact, and with 
cur knowledge of trade union seamanship much improved as a result of the 
rough seas that we have sailed. 


The Death-Knell of Unionism 


At our Philadelphia Convention, held in January, 1918, your Executive 
Officers warned you with all the foresight at their command to begin to pre- 
pare for the aftermath of the great world war. We foresaw at that time 
that when the war was really over and an already heavily burdened nation was 
fairly within the grip of the ever-present war profiteer, then would the union- 
haters of our industrial life proclaim the death-knell of unionism, and that 
chaos inconceivable would surround us on every side. 

That this foresight was absolutely accurate was borne out by the fact that 
within a few short months after the adjournment of our Cleveland Convention 
the signals that had been so carefully planned in the enemy’s camp were set 
in motion, and almost within the twinkling of an eye the great captains of 
industry, finance and commerce of nation, state, city and town marshaled their 
forces, their rallying cries being: “Down with Wages!” “Back to Longer 
Hours!” “Forty-eight Hours for a Week’s Work!” etc., as well as so-called 
open-shop and American plan conditions of work. Not one dollar was to be 
spent for building construction until these terms were either accepted or forced 
upon the workers in the building industry. In other words, building mechanics 
‘and laborers were to be starved into submission. 


Negotiation, Conciliation and Arbitration Refused 


In the early months of 1921 those interests particularly antagonistic to 
union labor now being thoroughly organized, launched their individual attacks. 
With some few exceptions, state and provincial boards of control were in 
full play and ready to strike the blow which it had been proclaimed throughout 
the land would reduce labor costs in the building industry, and thus stimulate 
all branches of building activity. It was the same old story, threadbare and 
moss-covered: “Down with the price of commodities, and of these the toilers 
first, but those things with no life, no soul, last!” 

On the other hand, in spite of the poverty and suffering resulting from 
loss of employment, unscrupulous landlords exacted rentals of from fifty to 
one hundred per cent higher per month than prior to the war, and the out- 
rageous profiteering spread to include street-car fare, gas and electric light 
bills, fuel, food, clothing, furnishings, medicine, and everything needful to 
sustain human life in merely decent comfort. And the corporations who 
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controlled all these necessities of life played the old-fashioned game of 
“see-saw.” One commodity up today and down again tomorrow, but some-- 
thing else going up to take its place. 

When we asked, “Why should labor be the first to reduce prices?” we 
were answered: “If labor reduces its prices all other prices will follow.” But 
labor now knows full well that all other prices did not follow in reduction, and 
labor also knows full well that the wage reductions demanded at that time 
were absolutely unwarranted, and that gross injustice in this respect was 
done the membership of our organization. 


Fair Contractors Intimidated 


Immediately following the perfecting by the “Big Interests” of their 
organization in the wage-reduction warfare that had been decided upon, con- 
tractors and employers generally were called together and told bluntly by 
the state, provincial and inter-provincial officials selected by the said “Big 
Interests” to engineer their set policies of action. 

While it is to be recorded that our employers willingly subscribed to the 
commands of the “Big Interests,” who dominate the financial, industrial and 
commercial affairs generally of our beloved country, there remained a scatter- 
ing few among them in the various states and provinces who rebelled against 
force, and urged that voluntary, orderly and peaceable procedure be substi- 
tuted in the settlement of wage-scales and other working conditions that had 
existed for a quarter of a century. They argued that force would simply invite 
resistance to the limit of endurance on the part of the organized workmen 
of the building industry, continental wide. 

Contractors who still hesitated to assist in carrying out the destructive 
methods laid down to them were met with threats of no contracts and no 
credit or financial backing when building activities were resumed. These 
threats were not idle ones, as can be proven by the reports reaching us from 
many sections of the United States and the Dominion of Canada. The “Big 
Interests” not only carried out their threats against employers whose only 
offense had been their stand for a square deal to an International Union that 
had practiced generally the square deal policy in all its relations with its em- 
ployers, both indivdually and collectively, for so many long years, but they also 
brought under their rotten and despotic rule ‘owners who had buildings to . 
erect, with threats of no loans unless the said owners awarded their contracts 
to contractors or firms who had subscribed to their domination and determina- 
tion to break down all forms of organization among the building workmen by 
2 complete shut-down of building projects, for months if necessary, and also 
in order to forcibly lower the price of labor. 


Union Employers Get No Materials 


The “union busters” were not satisfied with the weapons of destruction 
that we have outlined, but they also laid hold of the manufacturers and 
jobbers of building supplies of every kind, and as a result clay and other 
products which our members use in applying themselves to the trade, could 
only be had by contractors and firms who had subscribed to and were actually 
carrying out their wage-reduction schemes, and in many instances they were 
also forced to employ workmen who did not carry union cards. 

Laws upon our government statutes making it a criminal offense to 
restrain state and interstate trade and commerce had no terrors for them. 
Their movement was a “union-busting” one. Not only the branches, but the 
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roots must go. “We are organized to establish freedom to the individual 
workmen!” they cried. “ ‘Big Interests’ will see us through!” 

The kind of sophistry used by the “Big Interests” in their fight against 
organized labor is indeed loaded with subtlety. The freedom and liberty of 
the individual workman, which they urge can only be gained and safeguarded 
by the overthrow of trade unionism, mean only one thing to such workmen, 
and that is utter enslavement to the “Big Interests” who absolutely control 
and dominate all the avenues of employment of the labor service each worker 
has to offer. Under such a condition freedom and liberty would constitute a 
mockery, and therefore could not exist. Only a memory would remain of the 
real freedom and liberty that each toiler enjoys today under the organized 
American labor movement. God forbid that such a condition of things shall 
ever prevail in our beloved country! 


Agreements Thrown in the Discard 


Labor organizations have been charged from time to time with the viola- 
tion of agreements. So far as our International Union is concerned, we 
have a reputation of living up to and holding inviolate any agreements that 
we enter into. When the wage-reduction “union-busting” movement of 1921 
was started on its way, a large number of agreements were still in existence, 
and a great many did not expire until December, 1921, and April and May, 
1922. When we demanded that these agreements should be respected, we were 
informed that wage reductions named by the “Big Interests” were compulsory, 
and that negotiation, conciliation and arbitration would not be permitted for 
1921, and in other instances, where the wage-reduction was accompanied by 
longer hours and other non-union conditions of employment, they declared 
that no further agreements would be entered into with organized labor. 

And so the struggle was on, and the great basic principles of our Inter- 
national] Union, which have governed continuously since their adoption in 
1897 in our business relations with our employers, that is, negotiation, con- 
ciliation and arbitration, were turned down with utter contempt. 


Unions Make a Splendid Fight 


We have only words of praise and the highest of commendation for the 
splendid resistance and the fearless front that our membership generally 
showed to the arrogant and cowardly assaults of the “Big Interests,” and 
which continued with great intensity during the first half of 1921. 

During this memorable struggle over sixty per cent of our unions became 
involved, and fully seventy-three per cent were without employment. The 
struggle proved that the principles for which we are banded together are 
deep-rooted in the hearts of the great mass of our membership and impossible 
of annihilation. During the long, weary months of the struggle, which is 
still continuing in several cities, our loss by desertion and betrayal of prin- 
ciples has been infinitesimal. The captains of industry, finance and commerce, 
by this time, we hope, have discovered that organized building workmen can 
not by forced idleness and other brutal methods be bullied into accepting the 
so-called freedom and liberty of an individual system of employment, such 
- as obtains in many of their mills and factories. Ours is a shifting industry, 
and consequently building workmen are employed on one job today and on 
another one tomorrow. Hence the impossibility of building up an organization 
of workmen and maintaining it in the same manner as governs in industries 
that are permanently located, and to which men apply themselves steadily, or 
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with few interruptions, year after year. It is possible under these conditions 
tc build up under their so-called open shop and American plan policies (which 
mean absolutely the abolishment of every vestige of unionism) an organiza- 
tion, permanent in its character, of workmen subject to their individual system 
of employment. 

But with the higher education of the working men and women of today 
this individual system has met its “Waterloo” in many of the larger industries, 
and in its place the banner of trades unionism has been planted, and under 
that banner’s folds brave men and women are struggling and fighting and 
enduring untold suffering to keep it at masthead. Organized labor will not 
be. put down, and it is only a question of time when the great corporations, 
still enjoying, as they term it, “freedom from the menace of trades unionism,” 
will be as strongly unionized as are the workers of the building industry. 

The trade unionists and their leaders of all nations have proven their 
unswerving loyalty to their respective countries. They “did their bit” uncom- 
plainingly during the war, so that freedom and liberty should not perish. 
We have denounced anarchy in all its forms. Trades unionism teaches and 
practices orderly and law-abiding methods in the correction of whatever 
evils we are confronted with in our march forward to a better economic and 
social life. The men who breed and invite anarchy are the “Big Interests,” 
seeking to bring labor to its knees. They are the ones who are responsible 
for whatever anarchy and radicalism exist within our midst. They, and they 
alone, are the “menace” to our country, not the honest, industrious organized 
working men and women of our land. 

In writing the above I do so with firm conviction in my heart. I love 
America and her institutions, and I pray with all my heart and soul that 
our fair land may escape the fate of other empires of ancient and modern 
times. I want the march of progress of the toilers of our time, and of the 
generations to follow, to be based en a recognition of the fundamental rights 
of humanity, and upon which our trades unionism of today is founded. 

In expressing myself thus, I feel and know, from my long association 
with the affairs of working men and women of this continent, that I voice 
the sentiments of every true trades unionist in the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada. “Big Interests” may brutalize labor. They may secure 
state constabularies and militiamen. They may employ gunmen and thugs. 
“Judge-made” laws may be passed and injunctions may be issued against us, 
and toilers setting at defiance such laws may be sent to prison. Federal and 
state legislators may pass more and more stringent laws, but all such will 
not cure the things that are the logical result of evil exploitation of the wage- 
earners. The never-ending struggle between labor and capital will still con- 
tinue. The world’s past history proves the prophecy of this statement. 

May the greed’ for gold and the piling up of millions by the few become 
a thing of the past, and instead, from the abundance of wealth produced, 
may the toilers receive a fairer share. May they be extended recognition of 
the right of organization, and may their representatives meet with Con- 
ference Boards to negotiate, conciliate and arbitrate all differences that arise 
that are not of a fundamental or basic character, and may an umpire, mutually 
agreed upon by both sides, imbued with a reasonable conception of the ~ 
meaning of the Golden Rule, decide those matters over which we differ. 
Then many of the labor troubles of today, forced by the “masters” and resented. 
by the workers, will disappear. 
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Boards that function like the Federal Railroad Wage Board, which, with 
cne stroke of the pen, cut the wages of hundreds of thousands of employes to 
26% cents per hour, invite resistance from labor, and the disturbances with 
which our country is today confronted are the logical outcome of such acts. 
Such a wage-rate is a prostitution of American decency and the American 
sense of fair play. The gentlemen of the Federal Board are not dealing with 
Chinese coolie labor now. They are dealing with American workingmen reared 
to American standards of living. Under such a decision as the most recent 
of the Federal Board no workingman of today can preserve even a semblance 
of decency. 

Some Details of the Struggle 


Following the launching of the wage-reduction movement, official strikes 
and lockouts were out of the question, and it is to be said to the credit of 
the hundreds of unions that became involved that few of them demanded to 
be placed on official strikes, as is provided for in the laws of our International 
Union. In other words, each union realized the grim specter of idleness that 
was stalking the land, and that the wage reduction was general. Also that 
they were unable to support their sister unions financially, and that the other 
unions confronted with the same conditions could not support them, 

Taking into account our resources, your Executive Officers put all the 
machinery at their command into operation, and our vice-presidents and special 
deputies were put to work in the various parts of our jurisdiction. In the 
New England States the wage reduction was centered upon our unions of 
Boston, Mass., while time was marked in other cities. The expectations of 
the wage-reducing employers did not materialize, however. They had imagined 
that the struggle would be one-sided and short-lived. They were sadly 
disappointed. Our unions and the building trades unions generally showed a 
militant spirit and a degree of resistance that they had not been given credit 
with possessing by the employers. The end not being in sight in Boston, the 
employers then started their machinery going at all New England plants, the 
reductions ranging from ten to twenty per cent. 

When our unions and I. U. representatives asked that the local Joint 
Arbitration Committees be called together to peaceably consider and dispose 
of the wage-rate and other differences, which orderly procedure had been 
our custom for years, the reply was: “There will be no negotiation, conciliation 
or arbitration of working conditions for 1921. It is up to you to either take 
the reduction or leave it.” When we asked (although of course we already 
knew) why such high-handed methods were being used, we were informed 
that a state organization was in control, and that whatever meetings or 
conferences took place must therefore be with the state officials. This condi- 
tion prevailed in Connecticut, Iowa, Nebraska, and Minnesota, including an 
interstate control in the Canadian Northwest, where no state or provincial 
‘organization existed, as was usually the case. 

In a large number of cities we found that citizens’ committees of one 
kind or another were in charge, and that our mason contractors and employers 
generally were operating under the orders of such committees. Finally, 
however, in Bridgeport, Conn., the employers became disgusted with the 
situation, and decided to ignore the state organization and meet in joint 
arbitration conference, after which an amicable settlement followed. The 
break at this point brought about settlements in other places. 

The Boston reduction from the prevailing wage-rate was one of the most 
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unjustifiable cases on the continent. The bricklayers and masons of this city 
had faithfully abided by the low rate of $1.00 per hour established during 
the war period, although many of the smaller cities and towns of Massa- 
chusetts, as well as of adjoining states, were receiving $1.12% and $1.25 
per hour, and these higher rates were all in existence when the Boston em- 
ployers got together and decided on a ten per cent reduction in order to bring 
the wages of our Boston members down to ninety cents per hour. How the 
Boston “masters” reached the conclusion that this low rate would be met 
with anything but resistance, in view of the fact that no reductions had as 
yet occurred in the nine and ten-dollar cities of the smaller class, is beyond 
the comprehension of intelligent men. It did not succeed, and later building 
operations were started up under non-union conditions. This state of affairs 
simply added greater chaos to the situation, and the struggle continued during 
the entire year, and was not settled until a few weeks ago. 

Another feature of the Boston struggle was that our Unions Nos. 3, 9 
and 27 were never even notified of the reduction, and in all the conferences 
that followed up to the time of the settlement they were ignored. The 
“masters” dealt with the Building Trades Council, and our unions not being 
a part of this Council received no recognition. Our latest information is, 
however, that the Building Trades Council has effected an agreement, and that 
our mason employers. will now be allowed by the “masters” to meet with 
the representatives of our unions and thus deal directly with their own 
workmen. This is in accordance with our answer to state and provincial 
crganizations, namely: “WE DEMAND TO MEET WITH OUR OWN 
EMPLOYERS, WITH WHOM, IN JOINT CONFERENCE, WE WILL 
NEGOTIATE, CONCILIATE AND ARBITRATE ALL QUESTIONS AFFECT- 
ING OUR WORKING CONDITIONS. WE ABSOLUTELY REFUSE TO 
MEET WITH OR BARGAIN IN ANY WAY WITH CITIZENS’ COM- 
MITTEES OR MEN FOREIGN TO OUR TRADE.” 


Your Executive Board, with the able assistance of our vice-presidents 
and special deputies, with so righteous a principle behind them, have thus 
succeeded in obtaining its entire recognition in all settlements thus far 
effected throughout the continent, and unless the I. U. in convention assembled 
orders otherwise, your general officers propose to consider no settlement in 
the cities in which the struggle is still on where state and citizens’ committees 
and other foreign associations are still in control. No settlement will be 
considered until the right to meet with our employers has been conceded. 


Rochester, N. Y., Mason Contractors Helplessly Controlled by Manufacturers 


Your Executive Officers were called to the city of Rochester, N. Y., on 
some I]. U. business, and while there we were called upon by the officers of 
cur union to meet with the officers of the Mason Contractors’ Association 
for the purpose of bringing about a conference of the local Joint Arbitration 
Committee. We did.so, but we failed utterly, not because our position was 
not admitted to be just and right, but because a self-constituted institution, 
styled “The Association,’ was in full control of the building industry, and 
they, the mason contractors, who had been meeting with our union’s repre- 
sentatives in joint arbitration for over thirty years, and during which period 
our Rochester union had so religiously lived up to its agreements that 
strikes were an unknown quantity, were at this time helpless. . 

Desiring to see who constituted “The Association,” we consented, at the 
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request of the contractors, to meet “The Association.” We met within a few 
hours, and found the great manufacturers well represented, and one of the 
leaders, claiming to also represent the public, was the manager, if my memory 
is correct, of the great Eastman Kodak Company. They found no fault with 
the general principles of our relationship with our employers. The agreement 
they proposed was not a so-called open shop affair, but was really a closed 
shop agreement, recognizing fully all union conditions of employment, not- 
withstanding, they said, that in their respective industries they worked 
regardless of unions. But in the building industry they recognized that union 
conditions prevailed, and they had no desire to disturb same. The agreement 
provided, as was the custom, for negotiation, conciliation and arbitration, 
and they believed that we ought to accept it. 

We then answered, “But the wage-rate is a reduction from the present 
scale and our members have had no voice in the matter. Remove that clause 
and then permit the mason contractors to meet us in joint session, as is 
provided for by the existing agreement.” Their reply was a non-acceptance. 
“The reduction is a reasonable one,” they said. “The public demands it, and 
if accepted the building industry will take on a greater activity. The principle 
of negotiation, conciliation and arbitration will apply at its termination, but 
not now.” We then asked what assurance we had that the gentlemen of 
“The Association” would not step in again in 1922 and do the same thing 
over. They simply smiled, and said, “We have promised otherwise.” | 

Both your Executive Officers and our Rochester union refused to accept 
or abide by such an arbitrary proceedings, and resistance followed for the 
time being, as in all such instances. 


The wage-reduction movement at Cleveland, Ohio, was a general one. 
All unions, including Union No. 5 of that city, finally agreed to arbitrate 
the question. When the Arbitration Board announced the respective scales 
of wages, however, the reduction affecting the bricklayers raised a storm 
of protest upon the part of No. 5, and this protest was in every way justified. 
During the arbitration proceedings the representatives of the employers 
admitted and agreed that in whatever awards were made the bricklayers were 
entitled to the highest scale, or at least to a differential of one dollar per 
day. Evidently no impression of this fact had been made upon the arbitrator, 
as he gave the electricians a rate of $1.10 per hour, while the bricklayers’ 
wages were placed at $1.04 per hour. 

Union No. 5, rightfully feeling that it had been outrageously treated in 
a matter that most vitally affected the living conditions of its members, 
decided to raise the award, but while the union had the entire sympathy of 
your Executive Officers in the matter, still we had no alternative except to 
insist that the union carry out in good faith the decision rendered by the 
arbitrator, in view of the fact that it had previously agreed to do so. 

This case is a printed one, and the Executive Board’s letter of instructions 
to Vice-President Izzard, who was placed in charge of the situation, makes 
plain our position in the matter. 


The wage-reduction movement in Chicago, Ill., was finally determined 
under what is known as the “Landis Award.” The bricklayers’ and masons’ 
wages in this case were reduced to $1.10 per hour, a reduction of 12 per cent. 
The marble workers were given 92% cents per hour, a reduction of 26 per 
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cent, and the tilelayers were granted $1.02% per hour, a reduction of 18 
per cent. 

At the first meeting of the Building Trades Council following the 
announcements of the awards by Judge Landis, all trades being affiliated with 
this body, much dissatisfaction was voiced by the various representatives 
present. Part of the unions finally decided to resist their respective awards, 
while about an equal number decided to accept it. Among the latter, we 
are pleased to be able to record, was No. 21. At the meeting of the Build- 
ing Trades Council, when President Shaughnessy was asked what his union 
was going to do, his reply was that it had agreed to arbitrate and had accepted 
Judge Landis as the arbitrator, and that it would therefore live up to its 
agreement and accept the award, although, of course, the rate of wages 
awarded them was a grievous disappointment. 

Our understanding is that President Shaughnessy was water told that he 
did not voice the sentiments of the men he represented. He therefore 
immediately called a special meeting of the union, which, we are told, packed 
the doors and corridors. President Shaughnessy then presented the question 
to the members in all its phases, and in concluding said that the question was 
now up to the members to decide. When the vote was taken the records show 
that it was unanimously cast as follows: ‘We accept the award.” 

It is also noteworthy that our marble workers and tilelayers conformed 
to the Landis Award. The marble workers had just grounds for protesting 
the learned judge’s decision, as his award reduced their wages to 92% cents 
per hour, or 14% cents per hour below the International scale effected by your 
Executive Officers with the Marble Dealers’ Association. A rehearing was 
eventually granted to the marble workers, however, which resulted in Judge 
Landis increasing their scale to 97% cents per hour. 


The unfortunate and deplorable situation that followed the refusal of 
certain other trades to accept the Landis Award, and which in a lesser form 
still exists, is familiar history to all who have kept in touch with labor affairs 
during the past year. Our earnest hope is, however, that when the unions of 
the city of Chicago are once more back to normal conditions, the good-thinking 
members will never again permit their respective unions to fall into the 
hands of men other than those who have been tried and tested and found 
true to the principles for which our movement stands. 


The Iowa wage-reduction movement was under state control. Toward 
this, as in all such cases, we steadily and persistently followed out our policy 
of resistance, demanding the privilege of negotiating with the representatives 
of contractors who employed our members. Special Deputy Louis Maher was 
placed in charge of the situation in this state, and his efforts, aided by the 
staunch backing of our unions, finally secured a break in the lines of the 
state organizations, and local agreements followed, one after the other, until 
all of our members were once more working in peace and harmony with 
their employers. 


In Minnesota we were also confronted with state control, and this has 
been one of our most stubborn fights. It commenced in January, 1921, and 
it is not yet ended. In this state there were included with the wage-reduction - 
plan two vital provisions, namely, no further agreements with union labor, 
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or in other words, the enforcement cof the so-called “open shop,” and an 
increase in the number of hours that would constitute a week’s work, together 
with setting aside the Saturday afternoon holiday, making a total of forty- 
eight instead of forty-four hours per week. Thus was a three-fold pact 
flaunted in the faces of our members throughout the entire state. 

Vice-President McLeod was placed in charge, and while the struggle to 
maintain union conditions of employment and the forty-four-hour week has 
continued now for twenty long months, and is still unsettled, the headway 
we have made as a result of the loyalty of our Minnesota members is splendid. 
In no state or province has our membership shown greater patience and 
fortitude than has been shown on the part of our Minnesota unions. In 1920 
they experienced scant employment, almost every day being an idle one. Last 
year practically all construction work was clamped down tight by the powerful 
state organization confronting them and seeking absolutely the destruction 
of every vestige of organization among our craftsmen. They refused, how- 
ever, to surrender one iota of our fundamental principles, and when informed 
by Vice-President McLeod of the impossibility of an official strike with 
strike benefits being sanctioned, owing to these conditions existing generally, 
they agreed to this impossibility without a murmur of complaint. 

This splendid spirit manifested itself generally, however, we are pleased 
tc say. Only in one instance was there any unpleasantness in this respect 
experienced by your Executive Officers because we refused to approve of 
official strikes and lockouts. But even in this one case those members who 
were so scathing in their attacks upon your Executive Board will now no 
doubt acknowledge their mistake and admit that same were absolutely unwar- 
ranted. 


San Francisco and Oakland, Calif., have witnessed a most bitter and 
ceplorable struggle engaged in by the unions generally of the building industry 
and the “Big Interests,” in which the latter have used every ounce of the. 
prestige and influence, financially and otherwise, that they possess to uproot, 
annihilate and exterminate trade unionism. Their venom-tipped tentacles have 
reached out into every channel that enters into building construction work, 
by which method they believed they could throttle and starve organized 
yorkmen into submission and finally destroy forevermore the principles of 
mmonism that have been such powerful factors to reckon with in the past. 

In this fight of extermination the “Big Interests” are operating through 
_what is known as: an “Industrial Committee,” the officers of which are in 
direct charge. Under them are agents and spies, and the contractor who 
does not play their game and carry out absolutely all their tactics, unscrupulous 
or otherwise, is called in and severely disciplined. To refuse to obey and 
carry out their policies, reeking with vengeance and hatred of the principles 
of organized labor, means their elimination as building employers. 

This “Industrial Committee” also adopted a “permit system,” and the 
contractor and building firm that does not carry one of these permits, duly 
signed by the officers of the committee, can not secure one dollar of credit 
from any banking institution, or one ounce of building material or supplies. 
In other words, all the manufacturers controlling building materials and 
jobbing supply houses are a part of and are playing the brutal game by 
which it is hoped to finally drive out of existence the organized workmen 
of the “Golden State.” 
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The “Big Interests” are now being investigated by federal and state 
authorities. Evidence abounds on every hand that these California union- 
haters have put at defiance all law and order, and have openly, brazenly 
and wilfully violated the federal and state laws by the methods they have 
invoked in their cold-blooded drive against unionism, and which they are 
still engaged in. Whether the law will finally take hold of and be applied to 
these men who are serving the “Big Interests” remains to be seen. Whether 
it does or not, however, will make no difference so far as organized labor of 
California is concerned. Its victory over the all-powerful enemy that it is 
contending with is assured. 


And so we might continue indefinitely our details of~the 1921 struggles. 
GCutside of those localities that we have addressed you upon, we have a few 
unions still struggling for collective rights and union conditions. These are 
in Bakersfield, Calif., Tucson, Ariz., Dallas, Texas, Little Rock, Ark., and 
Toledo, Ohio. They also will win because their cause is a righteous one. 


Treason Within Our Midst 


While your Executive Officers were bending every effort to hold our 
International Union intact against the continental-wide onslaught of the 
“Big Interests,” we received information that there was a movement being 
started within the organization that would have for its object, first, the 
creation of a condition by which your confidence in our administration of 
your affairs would be destroyed. . 

Second: Having accomplished this, our authority would be ignored and 
2 rump convention made possible, when we were to be driven from office © 
and the would-be leaders of this movement would take possession of the 
organization, constitutional law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Third: If this intrigue failed, then a reorganization was to be demanded, 
and upon your Executive Officers’ refusal to agree to the last proposition, 
a split was to follow. 

The men who engineered this dastardly conspiracy figured out that the 
time was then opportune to go out and get the Executive Board. Discontent 
seemed to be rampant among the rank and file as a result of the widespread 
idleness and general wage reductions, as well as the non-union shop movement 
that confronted us. Their propaganda to further their devilish scheme was, 
in substance, to include: “Down with High-salaried Officers and Taxation!” 
“Popular Elections!” “The Initiative and Referendum!” “No Officer to Succeed 
Himself More Than Once!” etc., ete. 

The name of George Washington, of Revolutionary fame, of Benjamin 
Franklin, Thomas Jefferson and Patrick Henry were conjured with in the most 
classic style in presenting their proposals to set up a “Greater Democracy” 
among us, and under which unions and their members would be their own 
masters, and in the future both International and local officers, right or 
wrong, law or no law, would perform their duties and render decisions accord- 
ing to orders from their masters who employed them. 

Hast, West, North and South, we had become surrounded by and were 
giving battle to the enemy on the outside, while on the inside traitors were 
conspiring and preparing a campaign of destruction within our own breast- 
works. The base treachery and faithlessness of the scoundrels responsible 
for this monstrous and outrageous movement, forced upon us while the officers 
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and faithful members were giving battle to the outside enemy, is the most 
infamous piece of work that has ever blackened the historical pages of this 
crganization since its inception in 1865. 

Lilly, of No. 11 Fla., absolutely unknown in our affairs, and never known 
to have done a constructive piece of work in his union life—in our organization 
when it suited him, outside and dropped from membership also when it suited 
him—was the man who took the leadership of this treasonable movement. 
A demagogue, endeavoring to curry favor with our unsuspecting members 
by pandering to their prejudices and passions, hiding his sinister purposes 
bLehind his treacherous propaganda. 

His first circular, which contained the promise of a “Greater Democracy,” 
was endorsed by many unsuspecting unions, some of which began to subscribe 
financially to the cause. Among these unions extending their support were, 
of course, a number that can always be counted upon in any movement that 
seeks the destruction of your present administration—unions that in the past 
have shown their utter disregard for law and order and an utter defiance 
of executive authority, and upon which we have from time to time been 
compelled to visit disciplinary measures. 

The leaders of these unions grasped once more what they considered 
another golden opportunity to empty the vials of their wrath upon our heads. 
They were again doomed to miserable failure, however, for after we had un- 
masked the unprincipled leaders of this latest secession game and pointed out 
‘ the rascality and seditiousness of the entire crew, these unsuspecting and really 
loyal unions, without any hesitation whatever, immediately passed resolutions 
of repudiation. 

The threat of Lilly to hold a convention in Indianapolis and take pos- 
session of our headquarters therefore did not materialize. Eventually, how- 
ever, a call for a convention was sent out. Four unions responded with 
the following delegates: McBride, No. 7 Texas; Sclater, No. 2 Va.; King, 
No. 21 Ohio, and Lilly and the so-called “Protest Committee” of No. 11 Fla. 

The proceedings of this motley group, a copy of which is in our possession, 
is a monstrosity, an unparalleled pen picture in our affairs of men wallowing 
in their own ignorance. King, of Columbus, was chosen by Lilly to aid him 
in his nefarious schemes, but upon examination of the various documents in 
Lilly’s possession, he demanded some tangible proof of the charges that had 
been made against your Executive Officers. None being forthcoming, King 
served notice on Liliy that he was through, and returned to Columbus, and 
in an affidavit to us he expressed his regrets for the misguided part taken 
by him, and repudiated and denounced the whole affair. 


Lilly Repudiated by His Own Union 

Since the bursting of the Lilly bubble the suspended members of No. 11 
Fla., who, with their false leader (?), have conducted a local union, have 
time and again, we are told, demanded an accounting of the moneys he 
received from the various subordinate unions. The “Protest Committee” 
treasurer was merely a blind, it is alleged. We are also informed that 
Lilly never handed over any finances to the treasurer, and refuses to give 
any accounting of same. 


Lilly in His True Colors 


And now comes the final denouement in this pitiful affair. At a banquet 
held on April 22, 1922, by the Employers’ Association of Jacksonville, a 
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notoriously open shop association, at which each speaker present stressed the 
point that the open shop is the American plan and stands for freedom and 
justice and right, our hero, Lilly, was introduced, and we are informed that 
he endorsed the open shop and declared that the men he represented were 
followers of the American plan alluded to. Does not this prove our belief 
and contention from the outset—that Lilly was the agent of “Big Interests” 
and the connecting link between the outside and the inside forces to which we 
have been compelled to give battle? 

And now he stands repudiated by the men who are responsible, in a 
great measure, for inflicting his unprincipled assault upon our splendid organi- 
zation. Need we say more, except to add that throughout this most miserable 
and disgusting affair the big mass of our membership stood loyally and . 
faithfully against its outside foes and the plotting arch-traitors within our 
battlements. They could not be moved. 

We herewith present to you our Special Circular No. 27 to subordinate 
unions relative to the position of the I. U. in the Lilly matter, followed by 
Brother King’s affidavit and the repudiation of Lilly by former Union No. 11 
Fla. 


Special Circular—Circular No. 27

To Officers and Members of All Subordinate Unions of the B., M. & P. I. U.: 


_ Brothers:—Yovur International Executive Board is in receipt of certain 
circulars and resolutions that are being mailed to our subordinate unions by 
S. E. Lilly and Ike Stott, of Union No. 11 Fla. These circulars and other 
documents are absolutely illegal in character and are in violation of Inter- 
national law. It is also a violation of our International Constitution for any 
union receiving such circulars to countenance the matters they contain, much 
less approve of them or extend financial assistance to foster the outrageous 
and destructive policies which they advocate. 

Whatever things there may be in the mind of any individual I. U. mem- 
ber, or in the mind of the collective membership of any union, that may need 
changing or correcting, and this applies also to those who are elected to serve 
you, our Constitution provides the legal procedure which one and all must 
follow in order to bring about the desired changes, and your legally elected 
officers who are responsible for the administration of the laws of the organ- 
ization are compelled to enforce such procedure. ‘Those unions or members, 
therefore, that wilfully and flagrantly violate our established legal procedure 
in attempting to correct any of our internal affairs which they deem to be 
wrong have only themselves to blame for whatever consequences may follow. 

Is it not strange and beyond all understanding, brothers, that any of 
our unions should commit themselves to these circularizing movements that 
we experience from time to time, without stopping to consider the type of 
men who are responsible for them, and likewise their motives prompting such 
a cowardly step? The great, big mass of our unions and members believe 
in fair play and common justice, and especially in the strict application of 
law and order in our affairs, and they will continue to stand, as in the past, 
with their I. U. Officers against any man or set of men who arrogate unto 
themselves the correction of any grievances by such illegal methods, and 
there will be no change in their attitude toward the circularizing and one- 
sided propaganda that is being engineered by Lilly et al. 

Is there a subordinate union of the B., M. & P. I. U., or an officer 
thereof, that would tolerate for a moment a disruptive movement within its 
own city by some few unknown, disgruntled and ambitious members who 
have never engaged in helping the union with a well-defined constructive 
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policy, but who, to the contrary, have always sat back and pulled to pieces 
the constructive work of the law-abiding members of the union, and by curb- 
stone and dark alley methods have sought to destroy the local officers ad- 
ministering the affairs of the union, and have never missed an opportunity 
to put in a dirty punch against the’ active member who was doing his best? 
What officer of a subordinate union, or of a State or Provincial conference, 
however, has escaped these things? What member serving on committees 
and working hard for the union’s interest from week to week, from month to 
month, and from year te year, has escaped these attacks? The answer is, 
not one of you! You cannot escape them! 

And what kind of men are asking your support and association against © 
your I. U. Executive Officers in the latest attack of this kind that is being 
made against them—men whom you have known officially for many years, 
and with whom you had friendship for many years before they assumed 
official position? 

Well, let us glance over the historical pages of the men who are busy at 
the present moment in an attempt to loosen the unshakable underpinning of 
our beloved institution. S. E. Lilly comes from Atlanta, Ga. He joined 
Union No. 15 (Brunswick) Ga. in August, 1918, less than three years ago. 
(Why did he not rejoin the union of his own home town, and of which he was 
a former member?) In March, 1919, he transferred his membership to Union 
No. 11 Fla. The records further show that Lilly has been in and out of the 
organization, suspended and dropped for non-payment of dues. We are in- 
formed that: 

“He left Atlanta in 1916. What time he was here he was in and out of 
the union several times. A special initiation fee of $25 was placed against 
him here at one time, but this was taken off. Another time he was in the 
real estate business, and was selling building material, and was a sub-con- 
tractor, working union men at times and non-union men at other times. We 
do not know much about him for the past six years.” 

From another subordinate union comes the following statement: 

“When the circular was read at one of our meetings, and Lilly’s name 
was reached, a member said, ‘I know this man who signs the circular. Knew 
~him, I believe, when he got men for open shop jobs!’ And it was ordered 
by this union to consign the circular to the waste paper basket.” 

The date of Lilly’s last initiation accounts for three years. What was 
Lilly doing, where was he, what kind of jobs did he work on, if any, and for 
what contractors, during the three years prior to his initiation into Union 
No. 15 Ga.? So much for Lilly. 

Ike Stott, vice-president of Union No. 11 Fla., who signs the circular and 
the resolutions approved by No. 11, is seventy-two years of age, and we shall 
pass him by, except to say that we are informed that the regularly elected 

resident of the union declared the motion to approve the circular and reso- 
utions contrary to law and refused to put the motion before the meeting. 
He was overruled by Lilly et ai., and Stott was placed in the chair to put the 
thing over. The moral and legal position of the president of Union No. 11 
counted for nothing with Lilly et al. They showed no respect for the presi- 
dent, or for his office, or for the law. Right or wrong, law or no law, they 
had ‘determined beforehand tc put the whole damnable thing over, constitut- 
ing themselves as the saviors of the I. U. and the creators of an “organiza- 
tion for the boys!” Yes, “Lilly’s boys!” This ruthless eae aside of the 
regular president of Union No. 11 proves how far Lilly will go to accomplish 
his own ends. 

Many unions and convention delegates will recollect Charles W. Bern- 
hardt of Atlanta, an ex-member and delegate to conventions, now a contrac- 
tor, and for the past several years an avowed and active open shop employer. 
You wonder what connection there is between this man and Lilly? Well, the 
open shop enemies have their stool pigeons in most of our unions. Their in- 
structions are to work into official position, local or International, using 
hellish propaganda to get there, sowing the seeds of suspicion and wrong- 
doing on the part of those already holding office in order to get them out, 
and in the ruin of these men accomplishing their own devilish purposes. 

One of these betrayers, you will recall, was unearthed in our Akron 
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(Ohio) union. He was a delegate to our Cleveland convention, and he was 
there to get your International Officers. Well, he didn’t get us. We got him 
instead, just as every last one of his kind will be gotten who attempts to 
undermine the walls of our splendid temple of labor, walls which have been 
built, stone by stone, for the past sixty years, in honor and in truth, and in 
spite of almost insurmountable difficulties, until today we stand second to 
no other institution of labor in America. Our institution is a sacred memo- 
rial to those who founded and perpetuated it, and it will be the inspiration of 
future generations who follow our trade to earn them a livelihood. 


A “rump” meeting of self-constituted saviors of our subordinate unions 
will never be permitted to turn your local officers out and take charge of 
your business affairs, will it? No, and you can rest assured that Lilly et al. 
will never succeed in pulling off any such game in the affairs of your Inter- 
national Union. There is but one power that can and will be permitted to 
institute a change in International administration, and that is the supreme tri- 
bunal of our organization, the I. U. in convention assembled. ‘This is the law, 
and law will prevail. 


We have still another character behind this Lilly movement. A _ notori- 
out one! One who betrayed more than ten thousand members, both local 
and of the I. U. generally. He was Benedict Arnold reincarnated during the 
days when we were seeking to establish as one of our foundation stones the 
principle that an employer who hires scabs of our trade in one union’s juris- 
diction cannot hire our members in another union’s jurisdiction. Not a sub- 
ordinate union holding a charter at that time but recollects the memorable 
fight waged by your I. U. Officers in the year 1910 in New York City on this 
vital principle. The employers’ association of that city told us that any of 
their members might go into any of our union’s jurisdiction, work scabs, 
under police protection if necessary, and that it would be a violation of our 
local agreement to withdraw our members from their operations in New 
York City. 

Just so stoutly did we deny that any local agreement required our mem- 
bers to scab upon one another, and we began withdrawing our members from 
the operation of any employer whom we found working scabs under police 
protection in an adjacent city. Then our New York employers ordered a 
lockout, and on the eve of its being put into effect this traitor, whom we shall 
name, with certain other local leaders, went into secret session with the 
employers and planned to drive the International Union from the city of 
New York and organize a local union in the Borough of Manhattan. On the 
morning of the lockout this scoundrel and his co-conspirators, who had all 
their paraphernalia ready for localism, didn’t get a corporal’s guard. The 
great rank and file of the membership of our New York City unions rallied by 
thousands to the support of your International Officers and helped to drive 
this handful of disloyal members into oblivion. In two weeks the lockout 
was called off by the employers, and our right to enforce this vital principle 
involved was conceded. A glorious victory it was, and the St. Joseph con- 
vention, in 1912, expelled from the organization this betrayer to whom we 
have referred above. Our Annual Report to the St. Joseph convention con- 
tains the record of this man, and his name is Charles Carney, known as the 
man of brutal methods when other men get in his way! 

And what of Charles Carney during the intervening years from 1912 to 
1921? We find that he once more secured membership in our organization 
in Union No. 1 D. C., in 1918, by fraud. The names of the vouchers given 
on his application are now being repudiated by the members themselves as 
not being authentic, and we are now investigating this part of his re-entry 
into our affairs. One of the vouchers given is now a member of Union No. 
34 N. Y., and in a letter to Secretary Dunn he emphatically denies ever hav- 
ing vouched for Carney, declaring that he doesn’t “know him from a hole in 
the ground.” 

Carney transferred, the records show, from Union No. 1 D. C. to Union 
No. 11 Fla. in 1919 and we are informed that his usual brutal physical meth- 
ods have thus far subdued those who have opposed him, and have succeeded 
in electing him to the office of business agent of the union from week to 
week. And, shameful to relate, he is one of the Lilly gang who 1s asking for 
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your support, financially and otherwise, in their vicious and dastardly attempt 
to overthrow our present administration and create chaos and revolution in 
the internal affairs of our organization. 


The Lilly Movement Thoughtlessly Endorsed 


We feel morally positive that some of the unions that have endorsed the 
Lilly movement have done so thoughtlessly, and that in other cases the ap- 
proval has been put over by certain of our personal enemies of years’ stand- 
‘ing, whose only desire is to get us, no matter how it is done. 

To those unions, therefore, that feel that you have acted hastily in ap- 
proving of the circulars and resolutions in question, after reading the laws 
which we are now going to present to you, and which declare it both unlaw- 
ful and illegal to send out such circulars, as well as to receive and countenance 
them, and also unlawful and illegal to extend financial aid to same, we want 
to say that in all fairness and justice to your International Union and its 
officers it is your duty to rescind and repudiate your approval of said circu- 
lars and resolutions, and to withhold further judgment until the entire affair 
-is presented to the International Union in accordance with the laws which 
you yourselves have made in convention assembled. Your duty is plain in 
the matter, now that the law is before you, and as above stated, those unions 
that propose to continue the orderly and law-abiding policy that they have 
followed in the past will immediately withdraw their support from this 
damnable scheme, the subterranean motive for which is the disrupting and 
dismembering of the entire organization, and having withdrawn such support 
you will so notify Headquarters. Those unions that persist in following and 
supporting Lilly et al. will, of course, be answerable to the law, which will be 
enforced to the letter. 

Charges have already been served upon Union No. 11 Fla., Lilly, Carney 
and Stott. Immediately the answer thereto is received the date of the trial 
and the name of the place where it will be conducted will be announced. 
The trial will follow at once, and those proven guilty will pay the penalty 
for their illegal acts. ; 

And now, in concluding, we want to urge our subordinate unions and the 
members thereof to be on their guard in the future in our affairs more care- 
fully than ever before. The George affair, of Akron, should be sufficient 
warning to all of us to neither listen to nor follow any man or set of men 
whom we do not know. The associated employers have detective agencies 
and spies in every city and town of industrial importance in the country, 
and the principal work of these spies is to secure membership in the respect- 
ive trade unions, acquaint themselves with the internal workings and busi- 
ness affairs thereof, and report back to those who employ them. The dis- 
closures that are continually being made in the courts of our land prove this, 
and we are in possession of any amount of documentary evidence besides, 
in further support of this statement. 

You wouldn’t support men in revolutionary methods such as Lilly pro- 
poses that were aimed at our beloved country or at its institutions as a whole. 
Then surely we have a right to expect the same spirit of patriotism when 
the safety of our own individual institution is threatened. The civil life of 
the Judiciary stands open for the correction of wrong-doing. So within our 
International Union have laws been provided for the purpose of dealing out 
justice and punishing wrong-doing. Let us take advantage of them there- 
fore, every one of us, instead of indulging in absolutely illegal and unconsti- 
tutional practices in order to right some wrong, real or fancied. 


The Laws Which Have Been Violated 


SUBSECTION 3, SECTION 8, ARTICLE V, PAGES 19 AND 20: 


_ 8. No subordinate union or any officer, committee, or member thereof 
shall send out any circulars, letters, writings, or printed matter of any kind 
or give out any interviews for public consumption vilifying the character of 
any officer or member of any subordinate branch or officer or representative 
of this International Union or pertaining to any official act of said local or 
officers or the business affairs or laws of said International Union or any 
subordinate branch; nor shall any subordinate union, officer, committee or 
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members thereof appeal for financial aid or accept financial aid or assistance 
without first submitting said circulars, letters, writings, printed matter, 
interviews, and said appeals for financial aid or offers of financial aid to the 
Executive Board of the International Union and securing its approval and 
consent thereof. Any local union, officer, committee, or member thereof vio- 
lating this subdivision shall immediately be suspended from office and mem- 
bership in said subordinate union and the International Union by the Execu- 
tive Board, pending trial and determination of the offense as provided for in 
Article V, Section 8, of this International Constitution. 


SUBSECTION 3, SECTION 13, ARTICLE XVIII, PAGE 70. ' 


3. No circular letter or communication from any conference or union or 
individual connected with the B., M. & P. I. U., asking for financial aid or as- 
sistance, shall be received or countenanced by any subordinate union, unless 
such circular or letter has been approved by the Executive Board and bears its 
printed approval over the signature of the president of the I. U., and all money 
so donated shall be forwarded by subordinate unions to the treasurer of the 
I. U., and forwarded by him to the union for whom such donation was granted, 
and the cost of forwarding such moneys shall be taken from the amounts 
received, and not from the funds of the I. U. 

The presidents and secretaries of subordinate unions who received but 
did not countenance these circulars and resolutions are hereby commended 
for their loyal support of law and order. \

AFFIDAVIT 
State of Ohio, Franklin County, SS: 


A. R. King, being first duly cautioned and sworn, deposes and says, that, 
having been quite active in the somewhat sporadic affair fostered by Lilly 
“et al.” in Jacksonville, Fla., he, therefore, deems it fit and proper to narrate 
the following facts, sincerely hoping that they will have a tendency in the 
future to forestall a repetition of the Jacksonville affair, which beyond doubt 
was sponsored by sinister influences with ulterior motives. Affiant further says 
that he hereby repudiates any participation he may have had in the late 
unwarranted attack on the Executive Board of the B., M. & P. I. U.; that in 
view of the experience and information he has obtained in this lamentable 
affair, he will henceforth recognize the fact that adherence to the constitutional 
law is the fundamental requisite of every labor organization that strives for 
success. Affiant states that it is his firm opinion that the late exhibition 
of radicalism and lawlessness will be deplored by the law-abiding element 
who are still in the overwhelming majority in the B., M. & P. I. U., despite 
the late attempt to bring our well organized structure to a state of disinte- | 
gration, realizing that it is a human trait to be prone to err, and that his 
participation in the Jacksonville fiasco was prompted by fancied grievances 
which were highly magnified by a radical blur; that he is thankful that he is big 
enough to admit that he made a serious mistake, which was readily apparent 
to him during his recent stay in Jacksonville, Fla., where as a member of 
the “Protest Committee” on which he was placed he had the opportunity to 
commune with Lilly “et al.” in their rendezvous; that unearthing the follow- 
ing facts will strike a repugnant chord in the heart of every man in the 
B., M. & P. I. U. who possesses the true union spirit, and that the salient 
facts gleaned while in Jacksonville, Florida, are as follows: 

(1) That S. E. Lilly and Ike Stott, in my estimation, were positively 
not sincere in their heralded declaration that they were prompted by the 
desire to alleviate the alleged conditions of their fellow unionists. 

(2) That in affiant’s capacity as a member of the “Protest Commit- 
tee” of No. 11 Florida, he had access to the contracting office maintained 
by S. E. Lilly, which office was in conjunction with the office maintained 
by the ‘Protest Committee” of No. 11 Florida. 

(8) That affiant saw literature from a Jacksonville employers’ asso- 
ciation placed in an orderly manner in S. E. Lilly’s desk. 
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(4) That affiant was employed by S. E. Lilly at laying brick and 
acting as foreman on a garage building located at the corner of Park or 
Jackson and Lee streets, in Jacksonville, Florida, for the duration of about 
three weeks; also employed by Lilly on a residence in the Avondale district 
of Jacksonville for several days. 

(5) That affiant did not receive full payment of wages due him 
(even at the journeyman rate) during the last week and no extra remunera- 
tion whatever as foreman. 

(6) That affiant borrowed $40 from Lilly while in Jacksonville, and 
being underpaid in the manner narrated above. and knowing that Lilly 
dominated affairs in No. 11 Florida, and that affiant had no recourse 
through that medium, he, therefore, paid him $10 of the loan and held tight 
to the remainder. 

(7) That S. E. Lilly paid a bricklayer named Brown (whose card he 
told affiant was deposited in Bay City, Michigan) at 87% cents an hour, 
although the scale of wages was $1 per hour at that time; that when 
Brown protested Lilly claimed the wages were but 87% cents per hour; 
that the steward on the job told affiant that S. E. Lilly had done that 
before to a bricklayer from Atlanta, Georgia. 

(8) That owing to the weak state of No. 11 Florida after being sus- 
pended by the parent body, S. E. Lilly was able to and did impose condi- 
tions on the bricklayers working for him that were the worst conditions 
which affiant has ever witnessed imposed on bricklayers at any time or 
anywhere; that the utmost speed was demanded at all times, Lilly main- 
taining that not enough brick were being laid, although the average was 
high; that the scaffolding was mostly constructed with barrels as uprights, 
and was constructed in such a slipshod and flimsy manner as to be abso- 
lutely dangerous. 

(9) That no regard for union rules, such as waiting until the line was 
out, etc., were tolerated by S. E. Lilly; that on pay days, after quitting 
time, the bricklayers were required to go to Lilly’s office for their wages 
and therefore were unable to receive their wages in some instances until 
1 o’clock p. m. or after. 

(10) That when affiant asked some members of No. 11 Florida as to 
the financial receipts of the “Protest Committee,” they replied that they 
did not know, and they also stated that Liliy did not make regular reports 
in regard to receipts donated to the “Protest Committee.” 

(11) That affiant frequently came in contact with Jerome Carty, the 
so-called chief of Lilly’s purported legal battery; that Mr. Carty’s offices 
were located in the same building and on the same floor as S. E. Lilly’s 
office; that Lilly eventually told affiant that Mr. Carty was a real estate 
promoter on a large scale in the State of Florida; that Lilly also told 
affiant that Carty was the president of a title insurance company, having 
its headquarters in Memphis, Tennessee. 

(12) That the following is a copy of affiant’s resignation as a member 
of the “Protest Committee” of No. 11 Florida:

To Bricklayers’ Union No. 11 Florida: 

Dear Sirs and Brothers:—I hereby present my resignation as a mem- 
ber of the “Protest Committee,” on which I was appointed at the last meet- 
ing night of No. 11; this resignation to take effect not later than Monday 
night, January 9, 1922. (Addenda) I, A. R. King, also do hereby forbid 
the use of my name in any manner as a member of said “Protest Com- 
mittee.”

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founded upon hearsay and rumor, and for all of which affiant apologizes, and 
all of which he hereby retracts; that he arrived in Jacksonville on or about the 
14th of December, 1921, and departed on or about the 10th of January, 1922.

The charges presented against the unions named in our caption, and all 
matters in connection with their trials and subsequent suspension, will be found 
among our printed executive cases, with the exception of that of No. 9 West 
Va., as an arrangement mutually agreed upon between the I. U. and this union 
was subsequently made by which the suspended members thereof took member- 
ship in a new union organized in Charleston by your Executive Board through 
Vice-President Childs, who had been placed in charge of the situation there. 
The charges against No. 21 Ohio are practically the same as those pre- 
sented against No. 7 Texas. This Union, however, refused to stand trial and 
appealed their case to the convention. 

New unions were also organized in Columbus and Houston, following the 
suspension of the old unions. Brother Jockel, secretary of the Ohio State 
Conference, was selected to take charge of our Columbus interests, and Special 
Deputy Devine was chosen to take charge at Houston. 

Immediately following their suspension Nos. 7 Texas, 21 Ohio and 9 West 
Va. entered action against the International Union in the civil courts. The 
Houston union applied to the Federal courts, asking for a restraining order. 
This was granted temporarily, and after a hearing a perpetual injunction was 
granted in which, among other things, we were ordered to reinstate the sus- 
pended union and revoke the charter of the new union, which orders your 
Executive Board complied with. 

In the case of No. 21 Ohio the bulk of the membership joined the new 
union. Among them were some of the officers of the suspended union, and 
who had in their possession a large share of its books and money. To secure 
these funds, books, etc., the suspended members who refused to join the new 
union entered action in the State courts, but their efforts proved of no avail, the 
court holding, we are informed, that the officers of the suspended union who 
had taken membership in the new union had just as much right to hold what 
money and property were in their hands as those who still stayed with the 
suspended union, pending final disposal of the case by our International Union 
in convention assembled. 

Following the success of our Houston union’s court action, the Columbus 
malcontents were soon in possession of the “glorious” news. With these 
“tidings of great joy and gladness” they hiked, fieet-footed, to their attorneys, 
and one bright day in May of this year, while your Executive Board was in 
session at Headquarters, in stalked a United States Deputy Marshal. He 
served a summons on each of us, and then handed over three heavily-charged 
bundles of briefs. 

After being read these briefs were found to be practically the same story 
as told in the briefs filed by their Houston friends. We handed the bundles 
over to our Indianapolis counsel, who still maintained that, notwithstanding 
the decision rendered in the case of No. 7 Texas, the court had no jurisdiction 
over the matters complained of, and that had our Houston attorney followed 
his instructions to raise the question of jurisdiction, according to the statutes 
which covered the case, instead of answering the petition and putting in an 
appearance for the defendants (your Executive Officers), the petition would 
certainly have been dismissed. 

Our counselor promised to be on hand at Columbus with the local firm of 
attorneys, and to see to it that the question of jurisdiction was raised and 
presented to the court, in accordance with his idea. This the counselor did, and 
while the decision of the court has not yet been handed down, we understand 
that the points of jurisdiction raised by our counselor were practically sus- 
tained. 

In the case of No. 9 West Va. the State courts were resorted to by the 
suspended members, as in the Columbus case. Their appeals were dismissed 
by the court, who, in substance, ruled that they must first exhaust their own 
tribunals of justice as provided by our International laws, before resorting to 
the civil courts for relief. Notice of appeal, we understand, was filed by them 
to a higher court. However, soon following this action, Brother Briscoe and 
Brother Schmidt, representing the suspended members of former Union No. 3, 
appeared at our Headquarters. They stated that their mission was for the

purpose of effecting an amicable settlement of their trouble. After a formal 
discussion we suggested that they put down in writing what they desired. This 
was done, and after your Executive Officers had carefully considered same we 
conveyed in writing to them the conditions under which we would restore the 
suspended brothers to their former membership. 

After much discussion of the terms submitted to them they were accepted, 
and the regrettable affair in so far as our Charleston members were concerned 
was closed. The proposition of Brother Briscoe and Brother Schmidt and our 
counter proposition were as follows: 

CHARLESTON, W. VA., January 26, 1922. 
To the Executive Board of the Bricklayers, Masons and Plasterers’ International 
Union of America: 

Dear Sirs and Brothers:—Members of suspended local Union No. 3 West 
Va. most respectfully petition you, through the undersigned accredited rep- 
resentatives of said members, to take under advisement the suspension and 
revocation of the charter of said local Union No. 3 West Va. 

We submit to you that we were not until the time of said suspension active 
participants in the movement originated in Jacksonville, Fla., by S. E. Lilly, 
et al., the full facts in these particulars having been explained to you verbally 
this day by the undersigned representatives. We would draw to the attention 
of your Honorable Body the conditions which exist in the city of Charleston 
today, and which will become seriously aggravated unless a settlement is made 
and the bricklayers and masons in that vicinity continue to work in peace and 
harmony together as they have done in the past. 

There is serious danger of open shop conditions betas forced upon the 
members of our craft in that district unless we can present a united front to 

our employers. Employers have made statements that they will take advantage 
of the split in our ranks to force a substantial reduction in wages upon us. A 
notice that a two-dollar per day decrease will be asked for has already been ~ 
served upon the Arbitration Committee. 

Continuous friction and increasing bitterness among the members of our 
eraft in that locality will be the inevitable result of the continuance of the 
present strife, and this among members who have been friends for years and 
whose interests are identical. 

Believing that peace and prosperity go hand in hand, and acting in accord- 
ance with the precepts of the great Prince of Peace, who said, “Blessed are the 
peacemakers,” we come to you as peacemakers, asking your Honorable Body 
to reinstate all members of former Union No. 8 West Va. There being a certain 
amount of sentiment attached to old local No. 8, we ask you to give the members 
in special mass meeting assembled, presided over by an International represen- 
tative, the power to vote upon the question of taking up the old charter, the 
same to be decided by a bare two-thirds or three-fourths majority, at the dis- 
cretion of the Board. 

We also ask for consideration of the following proposals: 

1. That a new election of officers be ordered. 

2. That officers mentioned on the charter of No. 9 shall continue to hold 
cffice, but that there shall be a new election of officers, committees, etc., not 
mentioned on the charter. 

This committee wishes to thank the Board for the courteous treatment 
accorded us and the attentive manner in which they heard our case. We further 
wish to state that we represent a large number of staunch trade unionists and 
a number of old members of the International Union; some with from thirty 
to forty years’ membership. Our sole purpose in appearing before you is in 
the interest of peace, harmony and good will, and for the continuance of the 
good conditions enjoyed heretofore by the members of our craft in Charleston 
and district. 

We further assert that the members have been reprimanded; also that a 
question of sentiment or of principle, or of unjust criticism, should not tend 
to bring about a condition whereby hate will be instilled in the hearts of fellow- 
craftsmen, and whereby disruption and defeat of the object we stand for as an 
organization will inevitably result. 

We have implicit confidence that the Board will take all thesd facts into 
consideration, and that in arriving at their decision they will have the best 
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interests of our fellow-craftsmen in view. We therefore pledge ourselves to do 
our utmost toward carrying out the decision of the Boa

BROTHERS BRISCOE AND SCHMIDT: 


The Executive Board has considered the petition filed by you in behalf of 
the remaining suspended members of former Union No. 3 West Va., and the 
conditions under which you suggest a full settlement of the entire unfortu- 
nate affair. We appreciate the sentiments given expression to, and if it were 
not for the complications that have subsequently taken place since the decision 
of the Executive Board was rendered, our answer would be very much simpli- 
fied. We refer particularly to the litigation entered into by the suspended 
union, and the dismissal by the court of the injunction prayed for and the 
appeal therefrom, and the chartering of a new union composed of members 
who desire to be absolutely law abiding. Hence, in any settlement that is made 
these members must be taken into consideration. The members of the new 
union have now legal rights that must be respected by your Executive Board, 
and these rights, morally and legally, prevent the International Executive 
Board from a full compliance with the conditions laid down in your petition. 
We suggest the following as a settlement of the present unfortunate situ- 
ation: 
Condition 1. That ail members of former Union No. 8 shall be restored 
to full rights of membership upon transfer to Union No. 9, and on payment of 
the amount of $8.97, which it is understood covers each member’s indebted- 
ness for International dues and assessments to the end of January, 1922. 
Condition 2. Regarding the restoration of the charter of former Union 
No. 3 of West Va., which is now in litigation, it is impossible for the Inter- 
national Executive Board to restore same at this time. If, however, the sus- 
pended members whom you represent will agree in writing to withdraw the 
ease from the courts, and so move, we agree that after reinstatement of their 
membership, as herein provided in paragraph one (1), an opportunity shall be 
provided for a vote to be taken on the restoration of the suspended charter in 
question, and the Executive Board on its part promises to restore same should 
two-thirds of the membership of the union vote in favor of same at a special 
meeting called for this purpose after at least seven (7) days’ notice of said 
meeting has been given to the membership. 
Condition 3. All expenses incurred by litigation forced upon the Interna- 
tional Union shall be paid out of the funds which were on hand at the time 
of the suspension of former Union No. 38. 
Condition 4. On acceptance of these conditions and same being carried 
cut in good faith by the remaining suspended members of former Union No. 8, 
the Executive Board hereby promises to recommend to the next biennial con- 
vention to be held in Springfield, Mass., next October, that no penalties of any 
kind be placed, either individually or collectively, upon any member or mem- 
bers of former Union No. 3. 
Condition 5. That at the first regular meeting of the remaining members 
of former Union No. 3, a resolution shall be passed repudiating the Lilly move- 
ment and promising that hereafter they will abide by the constitution of the 
parent body, observe decisions rendered by the I. U. Executive Board and ex- 
haust the tribunals therein provided before resorting to the civil courts.

Appeals to Court to Settle Our Internal Affairs a Menace 


Appeals to the courts to settle our internal affairs, in our opinion, menace 
the morale of our International Union and its subordinate parts. If any 
action by a subordinate union or by officers of the International be wrong, 
our laws should provide a way to remedy the wrong in an orderly way. The 
Houston case is a criterion and illustrates our meaning effectiveley. 


May we also add that the remarks of the learned judge in the Houston 
case, against your Executive officers, were not just and not warranted by 
the facts. However, he was ruling on the case as made on paper, and did not 
have the facts before him, as he will when the case is heard upon its merits. 
The question that was put up to your Executive officers was: “Did Union 
No. 7 Texas, violate the laws of the parent body as charged?” We decided 
that the evidence introduced in the trial and the referee’s findings proved con- 
clusively that it did, and while the law does not say what the penalty shall 
be, it does provide that your Executive officers shall impose the penalty. It 
was unfortunate that the law as enacted was faulty, but as the law had been 
drafted by counsel employed for that purpose, we believed, as we had a right 
to believe, that they meant what they seemed to say. 


The ruling of the court in this matter, we concede, is well taken, and 
the delegates to our Springfield convention should amend the law in this 
respect and insert specifically what the penalties shall be, and make such 
other amendments as the convention may deem proper to make the law effective 
and enforceable. 


New Laws Not of Our Making 


It has been charged by these lawless unions and their law-defying leaders 
that your Executive Officers, in order to fortify and entrench themselves in 
still. greater control of the general organization, and to intimidate and 
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victimize those who opposed them, schemed: and manufactured and forced 
through the new laws under which they were disciplined, at the convention 
held in Cleveland two years ago. Nothing could be further from the truth, 
as these insinuations are absolutely false. The true facts are that these 
particular laws were drafted by our Rochester counselor to meet and forever 
dispose of the defectiveness of our laws as pointed out and severely criticized 
by Judge Sawyer in the case of No. 39 N. Y., and which was before the courts 
for two years, being better known as the Clyde case. So far as we are 
personally concerned, however, we would not raise one word of protest if the 
Springfield convention wiped them out entirely. 


To rule by fear and by oppression, and by laws permitting of victimiza- 
tion, is something that I detest the thought of. The Golden Rule has been 
my guide in all the opinions and decisions that have emanated from my 
office, but when, in spite of all advice and instruction that we could offer, 
men within our midst have undertaken to be a power unto themselves, and, 
with the vilest of oaths and filthy utterances, have spurned every appeal to 
do the right thing, and sterner measures were the last resort, they have most 
certainly been applied. 


We are a democratic institution, and your general officers are not 
autocrats. They are men who know what democracy means, and they have 
practiced as well as applied the principles thereof. We have never issued any 
‘“judge-made laws,” and whatever application of the laws we are responsible 
for, owing to the acts of the lawless element of our organization, has been 
in accordance with the true intent of the law under which it was enacted and 
put upon our statutes. 


As proof of this being absolutely indisputable, is the fact that all 
instructions, rulings or decisions sent out by your Executive Officers, no 
matter what the questions may be that are involved, whether of judicial or 
executive nature, have first been clearly discussed and acted upon and 
determined by the International Union in convention assembled. In other 
words, in all questions bearing upon our internal affairs, or the principles 
and ethics that govern our relationship with our employers and involving 
matters of moment, our intructions, rulings and decisions are based upon 
the interpretation and precedent established by our law-making body. 


The attacks made upon us by the lawless and radical element within, 
who are so determined to destroy our craft system of organization and 
supplant it with the impossible “One Big Union,” as well as those who serve 
outside “masters” who seek our destruction, are all a result of the fact that 
we dare to punish those members who do wrong. If the functions of our 
government are to be placed in the hands of those who are not possessed 
of this courage, but who instead pander to such elements and permit wrong- 
doing. to exist in order to insure with a fair margin, their political interests 
or jobs, then we are surely lost. We are as sure as that the sun rises and 
sets that the great big mass of our members will continue to prove faithful 
to our traditions, and again stamp out the lawlessness with which we have 
been assailed during the past two years. 


And now a few direct questions: If McBride, of Houston fame, were an 


I. U. Executive Officer, would his answer to a complaint that a union was 
violating an agreement be: “Go all the way!’? If an officer were so foolish 
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as to tell the union that certain of its acts were wrong and the “gang” then 
brutally assaulted him, would McBride’s decision be: “It served him right!’’? 
And if (with a big question mark) McBride issued a decision, and the officers 
and union rebelled and called him filthy names, would his answer be: “Go. 
ahead! I should worry! I am ‘setting’ pretty!”? If a union had agreed 
to the arbitration of its differences with its employers, and being dissatisfied 
with the award went on strike, would he shout: “More glory to you, boys!” ? 
If a large corporation, having put all its new buildings under union conditions, 
desired to give permanent employment to our members under slightly different 
working conditions, but much better ones, than those existing on competitive 
work, and the earnings of the men employed were from three to four thousand 
dollars per year, and the union refused to approve of such a situation and 
his decision, to the contrary, was repudiated, and he was circularized through- 
out the organization as an autocrat and not fit to represent working men, 
would his answer also be: “Go as far as you like! I am ‘setting’ pretty! 
I don’t care if all the mills go ‘scab’!’’? 


There are no “ifs,” however, to these questions in so far as McBride is 
concerned. They are loaded with facts and truthfully voice the lawlessness 
which they imply. 

Lilly, of Jacksonville, to hide what was in his miserable mind, justified 
his rotten attack upon your I. U. Officers because we refused to declare a 
fair contractor unfair and strike his operation for the reason that when 
the buildings were near completion the owners put one or two handy men 
to work on some cork installation set in tar. 


The Columbus law-breakers joined forces with the Jacksonville outfit 
and declared that we had permitted a union contractor to employ our members 
upon a large operation that had employed non-union maintenance workmen. 
This same union is the one that placed an unfair upon the State of Ohio 
because it employed a couple of non-union men in one of its state institutions, 
notwithstanding that the institution was not located in the Columbus union’s 
jurisdiction. This union repudiated our order and defied us in this ridiculous 
matter, and certain members of No. 21 were employed and received money, 
we are informed, from a state political committee to exploit this unfair in a 
political campaign that followed. 

When the trial of this Houston case is had on its merits, however, we 
hope to establish clearly the principles involved, and succeed in having the 
decision reversed. 


No. 7 Texas and the Humble Oil Company Decision 


In presenting this matter to you we shall permit our answer, sent out 
in circular form to subordinate unions in reply to the circulars sent broadcast 
by No. 7 Texas, to speak for itself. First, we present No. 7’s two circulars, 
followed by our answer thereto: 
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COPY OF PRINTED CIRCULAR ISSUED TO THE GENERAL ORGAN- 
IZATION BY NO. 7 TEXAS 


BRICKLAYERS’ UNION No. 7, Houston, Texas, May 9, 1921. 


Dear Sir and Brother:—Enclosed you will find bill of complaint filed with 
the Executive Board by Union No. 7 of Texas. 

_We desire to present to your union, as well as to every union in the 
United States and Canada, a copy of our bill of complaint, also of the answer 
thereto; our direct intention being to call attention to the system in vogue 
at the present time of ignoring subordinate unions in controversies between 
corporations and subordinate unions. The corporations simply notify head- 
quarters of a desired change in wages or working conditions, and forthwith 
it is granted, the protest of the subordinate unions is dismissed and we are told 
to keep our hands off. 

We wish to give to each and every union a statement of the facts in this 
case and our reasons for filing our bill of complaint. The Humble Oil & 
Refining Co., of Texas, on or about May 9, gave notice to ten bricklayers 
employed at their plant at Baytown, Texas (same being in our jurisdiction 
and under the control gf Union No. 7 by approval of the Executive Board), 
that they wanted an answer to their demand (made some time previously to 
the above date) for a reduction in wages from our established scale of 
$1.8744 per hour to $1.12% per hour. 

These men attended the next regular meeting and wanted to know of 
tnis union what they should do. We simply told them that the wage-scale 
in this jurisdiction was $1.87%4 per hour, and would remain so for the current 
year, and that they could suit themselves about remaining on the job or leav- 
ing. 

Special Deputy Devine was at the meeting on this particular night, armed 

in advance with instructions from the Executive Board in the shape of a 
telegram, telling these men or any others working for corporations that 
where a wage decrease was general or applied to all employes, the demand 
for é reduction in wages should be complied with and the men remained at 
work. 
Since that time these ten men have returned to work (under instructions 
from Special Deputy Devine) at 48 hours per week and at the decreased rate 
of wages, and Unicon No. 7 has been notified to keep its hands off and not 
interfere with these men. 

All of the foregoing is in direct conflict with the I. U. Constitution, and 
seriously threatens the best interests of the remaining members of this 
union in so far as being able to maintain our standard of wages, hours and 
working conditions is concerned. They have not only instituted in this juris- 
diction the forty-eight hours per week, which-we have fought so hard in the 
past to defeat, but in addition a reduction in pay of two dollars per day, 
which will no doubt cause others to follow or attempt to follow the same 
course. 

In our opinion there is no justice in the action taken, and how the Execu- 
tive Board can expect subordinate unions to tamely submit to these unheard 
of decisions against them, and in favor, of corporations, is beyond compre- 
hension. 

Why give subordinate unions power to regulate their own wage-scale in 
one section of the I. U. Constitution, and at the first protest from some cor- 
poration, ignore the union and decide in favor of the corporation? 

In cur humble opinion, if this organization is to live and prosper, there 
must be a change from the system in vogue at the present time. We are 
told we can take our troubles to the final court in the I. U. Convention. We 
all know just how much chance any subordinate union has of ever changing 
a decision at a convention. 

Brothers, there must be a change, and the rights of the many recognized 
against the special privileges of the few. 

In conclusion, we hope that your union will recognize the justice of our 
bill of complaint, and of our action taken to call attention of all unions to 
the conditions in our jurisdiction. This is just our case, but we have taken 
the only means at our command, publicity, and a determination by this body 
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to aid in every honorable way the long delayed movement started by Union 
No. 11 of Florida. 


In the interest of justice to all, especially those that really labored to 
make this organization possible, let’s do something for the man on the wall 
as well as for those whom we are paying $833 per month to aid in reducing 
cur wages. 


Wake up, brothers! We have been asleep too long!

BILL OF EXCEPTIONS 
BRICKLAYERS’ UNION No. 7, HOUSTON, TEXAS, May 9, 1921. 


To the Executive Board of the B., M. & P. I. U., Indianapolis, Ind: 


Gentlemen:—We, the undersigned members of Union No. 7, by the author- 
ity granted by Section 4, Article XXI of I. U. Constitution of Texas, do hereby 
file the following bill of complaint: 


Whereas, the Executive Board has, through its representative, Special 
Deputy Wm. Devine, ordered ten members of this said Union No. 7 (working 
under the jurisdiction and control of this union, given and approved by the 
Executive Board) to remain at work on the plant of the Humble Oil & Refin- 
ing Co. at its plant at Baytown, at a reduction in wages of $2 per day, also 
granting them in addition thereto permission to work 48 hours per week, we 
hereby declare the action taken to be unjust and indefensible, thereby jeopardiz- 
ing the interests of the remaining members of this union, who are at the 
present time receiving $1.37% per hour and have no trouble, and in addition 
thereto the interests of the majority of members of the Texas State Conference, 
who at the present time are getting more than the rate established by the 
action taken by this Executive Board. This action unless rescinded will cause 
trouble throughout the State of Texas and in the jurisdiction of No. 7 of 
Texas especially, as we cannot expect the employing contractors to willingly 
continue paying our established scale of $1.87% per hour while members of 
this union are accepting less than our established scale. 


We desire to state that the Humble Oil & Refining Co. gave notice to the 
men on their plant that they wanted an answer to their demand for a decrease 
in wages of $2 per day. The men employed by the H. O. & R. Co. attended 
the regular meeting of Union No. 7 on May 2, and wanted to know what they 
should do. They were informed by this body that the wage scale in this juris- 
diction, as they knew, was $11 per day; that this union would not tell them to 
either remain on the job or come off. This union sent a committee to the plant 
at Baytown on the following day. They were told that no settlement other than 
that mentioned in this foregoing paragraph would be considered. Since that 
time Special Deputy Devine has ordered these men to return to work at the 
decreased rate of wages, and at forty-eight hours per week, all of which is in 
direct conflict with and against the best interests of this union. In support 
of the foregoing bill of complaint, we call attention to Art. XVIII, Sec. III, 
page 638, 23d line of the I. U. Constitution, granting power to subordinate 
unions to regulate their rate of wages. In addition to the foregoing, the offi- 
cials of the Humble Oil & Refining Co. told the representatives of this union 
that they would absolutely refuse to treat with them as representing any labor 
organization. They also refused to allow the representatives of this union to 
attend the meeting they had with the bricklayers employed on the plant. The 
approval of the foregoing bill of complaint is hereby given by the undersigned 
members, the same being a representative vote of Union No. 7. 
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Trusting you will take speedy action to remedy this existing condition, 
established by this action taken by the Executive Board, we are,

SPECIAL CIRCULAR ISSUED BY I. U. EXECUTIVE BOARD REAFFIRM- 
ING FORMER DECISION 


Executive Board of the Bricklayers, Masons and Plasterers’ International Union 
of America. (Special) Circular No. 30. 


SECRETARY’S OFFICE, UNIVERSITY PARK BLDG., 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 25, 1921. 
To Officers and Members of All Subordinate Unions of the B., M. & P. I. U.: 

Brothers:—The circularizing of our subordinate unions by Union No. 7 
of Houston, Texas, with a so-called “Bill of Complaint” is not only another case 
of wilful and flagrant violation of constitutional law, but is a downright base 
misrepresentation of facts. Also it attacks one of the vital policies of many years’ 
standing of the parent organization in dealing with the employment of our 
members on“maintenance work by the great corporations of the country. 

For some twenty years the work done by our members in mills and facto- 
ries has been a live question in the affairs of our organization. It has been the 
source of much dissension and bitterness in various parts of the country, and 
economic problems of every sort have arisen from this particular branch of our 
industry, and not the least of these has been the “human” problem. 

The mill work question has been before our conventions repeatedly for 
discussion and solution. Delegates from the mills involved, and from large 
industrial districts, have come to our International gatherings again and again 
for the sole purpose of helping to arrive at conditions under which we could 
control the great industrial plants of the nation, and invariably local conditions 
have varied to the extent that what seemed to be a suitable policy for one dis- 
trict to follow would be totally unsuited to another. Therefore, no policy that 
could be considered definite and universal in its application could ever be 
reached so far as the conditions under which our members should be permitted 
to accept employment direct by these various corporations were concerned. 

At the Minneapolis convention, in 1906, a convention memorable for the 
great interest in and the discussions that took place upon this troublesome 
question, it was finally agreed that any corporation giving work to union 
contractors, such work to be constructed under established union conditions 
regardless of non-union craftsmen being employed by such corporation on their 
maintenance work, must be furnished with members of our organization. The 
delegates to the Minneapolis convention have never regretted that they 
sanctioned this piece of legislation, for it has given good conditions of em- 
ployment and millions of dollars in wages to I. U. men that would otherwise 
have gone into the pockets of non-unionists. The policy to be pursued in the 
employment of our members direct by large corporations, and in mills and 
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factories generally, was left by this same convention in the hands of your I. U. 
Executive Officers, and also of the unions directly interested in the mill ques- 
tion. 

The Executive Board’s settlement of the Humble Oil Company case, which 
is now being so viciously attacked by Union No. 7 Texas, is identical with the 
policy that is being applied in all other industrial districts under our jurisdic- 
tion. In other words, we have applied the same principles of settlement in this 
Houston affair that have always been and are now being applied generally. 

Did all of our unions agree to this policy? No, and Union 7 Texas is one 
of those that did not, although the few others that have believed, and still 
believe, that they should control the conditions under which their members are 
to be employed direct by corporations, are loyally abiding by and subscribing 
to the policy of the parent body. 

There is absolutely nothing in the circulars sent out by Union No. 7 Texas 
that is enlightening or educational upon the mill question. They simply present 
things that are foreign to the issue—things deliberately calculated to arouse 
bad passion, create prejudices, and, place the stamp of disapproval upon the 
heads of our International Officers. That is primarily the purpose for which 
they were intended. 2 

The committee from Union No. 7 who sent-.out the circulars in question 
has not presented a fair and explanatory statement of our settlement made 
with the Humble Oil Company. The said committee simply gave you a copy 
of Secretary’s Dobscn’s telegram notifying Union No. 7 of the dismissal of its 
appeal after our investigation of the case. Union No. 7 wired us asking what 
decision had been reached. The telegram which Union No. 7 quoted in its 
circular was our answer, followed, however, by a two and one-half page 
typewritten letter confirming and qualifying our decision. Why did not the 
committee print this letter as well as the telegram? Why was it suppressed? 
The purpose for which it was withheld is only too obvious. 

The policy of the International Union, in permitting our members to work 
direct for corporations at a lesser wage-rate than is paid in the competitive 
building industry, has never, in all the years it has been in force, “jeopardized” 
cr lowered the established scale of wages paid by contractors on outside com- 
petitive work, and it never will, because the conditions under which our mem- 
bers are employed in the mills stand out in such a strong and favorable light, 
when compared with the conditions under which our members are employed on 
outside construction work, that there is absolutely no room for argument left. 

Some years ago certain other unions declared that the policy of working 
in the mills at a lesser wage than that paid by our contractors on outside work 
would pull down our established scale. Our answer has always been: “If your 
contractors complain, instruct your Arbitration Committee to secure a joint 
conference upon the question. Instruct said committee to present the weekly, 
monthly and yearly earnings of the men working at the lesser scale in the 
mills, together with a description of the favorable conditions that go hand in 
hand with this inside employment, and promise them that if they as contrac- 
tors will guarantee permanent employment every working day of the year, 
including pay for idle days caused by the elements or by waiting for material, 
etc., your members will work for them at the same rate paid in the mills— 
yes, at even a shade less than the mill rate.” In all cases this has been the 
last ever heard about the mill rate “jeopardizing” the competitive rate. 

What are the real facts in connection with the decision of the International 
Union in favor of the Humble Oil Company’s plant? They are as fellows: 
The Humble Oil Company is a newly-organized concern. The name of its 
plant is the Goose Creek Refinery, and it is located at Baytown, Texas. The 
plant was built and completed under absolute union conditions, after which 
union workmen of four crafts were retained as maintenance men in order to 
put up any additional work found necessary for the proper carrying on of the 
company’s business. The four crafts retained were notified of a reduction in 
the wage-scale, however. Three of the trades accepted, but Union No. 7 Texas 
refused to recognize any reduction in wages and ordered the bricklayers to 

uit. 
: Upon being so notified the Executive Board ordered Special Deputy Wil- 
liam Devine to investigate the action of Union No. 7 in the matter. He did so

and found that bricklayers are being permanently employed at the Goose Creek 
Refinery at nine dollars per day, with a forty-eight-hour week, together with 
half-pay during any period of sickness. Also time and one-half for all over- 
time, and double time for all Sunday and holiday work. The company’s rep- 
resentative also informed Special Deputy Devine that on account of the build- 
ing being comparatively new there would be days when there would be work 
for only three or four bricklayers, but that the Humble Oil Company was wil- 
ling to pay a premium for this by keeping ten bricklayers permanently on their 
pay-roll. The monthly earnings of the bricklayers working for the Humble 
Oil Company amounted to $234. Add to this their overtime, and the amount 
will be not less than $250, or $3,000 per year. 

In regard to the forty-eight-hour week, we have this to say—that when 
the mill or factory closes on Saturday noon it is then that maintenance men 
are called upon to do repair work, work that interferes with the regular running 
of the plant, and which, if not finished before the mill starts up on Monday 
morning, necessitates a shut-down, when scores, and in some cases hundreds, 
of men are thrown out of employment. Besides this, there is the great financial 
loss that results to the company from lack of production. 

Working rules governing such conditions are impossible, if we are to con- 
trol the maintenance work of the large manufacturing corporations of the 
country. Should the International Union accede to such demands as those of 
Union No. 7 Texas, however, and certain of its well-known radical elements, 
we should lose control of every vestige of corporation work, including both 
maintenance and new construction work. 

It was after such a report as this, then, that your International Union 
reversed the action of Union No. 7 Texas and sustained Special Deputy Devine 
in his placing the men back to work, and your Executive Board desires at this 
time to go on record as saying that if we had a thousand Humble Oil cases 
before us for decision, we would decide them just the same as in this particular 
case, and we would be happier men for having had the opportunity to accomplish 
such a splendid piece of conservative and constructive work for our institution. 
If the United States Steel Company would offer us the same terms as those 
of the Humble Oil Company we would accept them so quickly that it would 
make their official heads swim. Such terms, on the part of the steel company, 
would provide permanent work for thousands of our members, especially the 
older ones who are slowing down some, but who are still splendid mechanics. 

What bricklayer, mason, plasterer, tilesetter or marble worker of our 
International Union would not declare himself to be the happiest man alive, 
and would not his family rejoice with him, if your Executive Officers could 
secure an agreement with the employers of each respective branch of our trade 
that would insure to him a permanent income of nine dollars per day, whether 
he worked or not, and half-wages in time of sickness or injury? Only those 
blinded by prejudice and bad passion, simply because we have had occasion to 
discipline them or render a decision against them, will answer no. 

Yes, the bricklayers, and members generally, who follow outside construc- 
tion work, would be satisfied with less than our decision covers in the Humble 
Oil Company affair. If our Executive Officers could secure agreements pro- 
viding that when a member starts on an operation he shall be paid, regardless 
of time lost for rain, frost, snow or lack of material, etc., for every working 
day until the masonry work is completed, how thankful and grateful our general 
membership would be, and how contented and secure each and every one would 
feel during the winter months from the approach of the wolf that in years gone 
by has so often and so eagerly waited at the door with its fangs of hunger and 
poverty bared to those within. And who can say, in spite of all the strife and 
unrest within the labor movement today, that such a happy state of affairs 
snall not eventually come to pass? 

Every union that has wilfully violated our policy in connection with mill 
work and has attempted to force its own rules and established economic condi- 
tions, has met with miserable failure and defeat. Union No. 7 Texas is well 
acquainted with the Port Arthur tragedy, but such lessons are lost on men 
who are planning and scheming to “get” others. The Port Arthur (Texas) 
union did just what the Houston unions wanted to do in the case of the Humble 
Oil Company, and force was resorted to against our wishes and in violation 
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of a promise not to strike given to Vice-President Bates. The Texas Oil Com- 
pany and the Gulf Refining Company were also involved. And what were the 
results? Our records show that the companies in question imported all the 
men they needed—good, bad and mediocre mechanics. 

For two years your Internaticnal Union spent its time end money in sup- 
port of the Port Arthur union, but as fast as we took men away the companies 
replaced them with more. We have now changed our policy in dealing with 
these two companies, and we are going to bring them back under union condi- 
tions once more. Union No. 7 is fully acquainted with our plan of action and has 
placed its stamp of approval thereon. Union No. 7 has also approved of our 
efforts to bring the Galena Oil Company again under its jurisdiction. This 
company was likewise lost to Union No. 7 of Houston, so the management 
informs us, through the union’s arbitrary and radical actions, which the com- 
pany could no longer endure. 

As pointed out by Union No. 7 Texas, our subordinate unions are allowed 
to make their own wage-rates and determine with their respective employers 
the conditions of their employment generally. The Constitution not only pro- 
vides this, but it goes a little farther, and provides also, in substance, that the 
final settlement of wages, grievances, etc., upon which controversies arise with 
employers shall be left with the officers of the International Union, who shall 
have final authority over same, and such authority the parent body will never 
surrender to its subordinate parts. 

Special Deputy Devine informed Union No. 7 Texas of our mill policy, 
and pleaded with the officers and members to take no drastic measures in 
violation of it, but his pleadings were spurned, and vituperation was heaped 
upon the heads of our International Officers. Union No. 7 Texas states: ‘We 
are told to go to the convention. We all know what chance we have of chang- 
ing a decision at a convention!” Our answer to Union No. 7 is: No, it is not 
possible at a convention to change a decision when it has been clearly proven 
and admitted that a union has violated an agreement with its employers! It 
is not possible to change a decision when it has been proven and admitted that 
the “gang” ganged and brutally assaulted an J. U. Officer who was simply per- 
‘forming his duties! And we thank God that the delegates to our conventions 
have always been men of the calibre that respect the sanctity of contracts and 
absolutely refuse to sanction any reversal of our decisions covering such das- 
tardly acts. 

The Humble Oil Company decision is not of the unheard-of variety claimed 
by Union No. 7. Scores of such decisions are in existence, and others are on 
record where the unions themselves have petitioned for the lesser scale in 
crder that the members might be enabled to take advantage of the splendid 
economic conditions attending their employment in mills and factories. Ninety 
per cent. of our unions are law-abiding, and the I. U. Officers have never had 
any occasion to institute disciplinary measures against them to force their ob- 
servance of our lows, policies and ethics. If Union No. 7 does not wish to 
“tamely” submit to law and order, but prefers rather to be a power unto itself, 
then why does it not act decently in the matter and send in its charter, and we 
would then take care of the members who do believe in the orderly form of 
government under which the ninety per cent alluded to are operating. 

Union No. 7, in giving this executive case to the organization, has violated 
all lawful procedure. This case, with the union’s protest and our answer 
thereto, will be printed in full in the President’s and Secretary’s biennial report — 
of next year. Union No. 7 could not wait to have both sides of the case pre- 
sented, its method proving that it desired to have only its side placed before 
our general membership. Its conduct in this matter is but a reflection of its 
open rebellion for years against constituted authority. 

When we remitted the $200 fine placed against Union No. 7 by the Phila- 
delphia convention for brutally assaulting Vice-President Bates, we were good 
fellows, and at that time we thought their promises of future peaceable and 
business-like conduct justified what we did. We were mistaken, however, and 
now, because we have permitted bricklayers in their jurisdiction to accept per- 
manent employment at $250 per month and half-wages in time of sickness, we 
are cur-dogs and not worthy of your confidence longer. The shocking names 
that certain members of No. 7 Texas have libeled us with in this affair, and 
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upon other occasions, are too vile to put in type, and now, along with their 
rebellion and vileness, they attempt to force the Jacksonville farce upon you 
and urge you to give it your financial support. 

Supposing all of our decisions were to be circularized when certain unions 
didn’t like them. What kind of an institution would we become? Your Ex- 
ecutive Officers have no lease on life. They will pass away, but your parent 
body, one of the strongest and most powerful in the labor movement because 
of its splendid ethics and fair treatment of all those with whom it does busi- 
ness, must and will endure, regardless of any man or set of men who rebe! at 
parental government, 

The time has arrived for all unions that love loyalty and hate insubordina- 
tion and its attendant evils, to in no uncertain terms denounce the radicalism 
and bolshevism in which certain men are planning and scheming to engulf our 
institution—under the guise of “getting its Executive Officers.” You know, 
as well as we know, that there are men of our craft who are with the enemy 
when trouble arises, and wherever we have unions fighting for better condi- 
tions these men do not hesitate to accept employment. There are radicals 
within our ranks who have absolutely no regard for trade unions, and every 
man among us who is against the democratic institutions of State and Nation 
is against our own beloved and democratic institution of labor. And these radi- 
cals, aided by some well-meaning, but misguided members, jump at the oppor- 
tunity which such affairs as the Jacksonville and Houston trouble provide to 
create civil war within our organization. The history of our movement 
proves, however, that this element has met with ignominious defeat thus far, 
and in this newest and latest attack we prognosticate the same results. 

In conclusion, your I. U. Executive Officers are confident for the future; 
confident that the men who have for years been the backbone and the bulwark 
of our institution will stand side by side with us in its protection against those 
who would pull it down and trail its banners of liberty and democracy in the 
gutters of insubordination and anarchy. We say, and say emphatically, that 
we are approaching a Waterloo in the affairs of the Bricklayers, Masons and 
Plasterers’ International Union of America, but it will not be a Waterloo for 
the defenders of law and order. Liberty in the United States of America 
means, not the freedom to do whatever one likes, but that which shall be for 
the common good. Throughout the whole history of America its most out- 
standing characteristic has been the spirit of orderly union. The Pilgrims on 
the Mayflower agreed to act together and obey the majority. The patriots of 
the Revolution created State and National governments to provide for the 
general welfare. The Federal Government enlarged and strengthened the 
union of States. The spirit of union saved the Federal Government from 
destruction by the Civil War. Liberty, equality and fraternity are all means 
to one end—the supremacy of law and order for the protection of the individual, 
and the only safe and sure way to bring about changes and reforms is by an 
appeal to the moral sense through the channels of sane and deliberate dis- 
cussion, and by strict adherence to constitutional procedure. In our case this 
procedure was laid down for us by the forefathers of our International Union, 
and it has been reaffirmed again and again by our supreme tribunals down to 
the present day.

Our Strike Assessment Circular 


Immediately following the mailing of our strike assessment circular, we 
received some protests, which, however, we fully expected. It would have 
been an unbelievable surprise had we not done so for the simple and sufficient 
reason that it was the first assessment circular that had been sent out by 
the I. U. for over twenty years, a most remarkable record and one that 
can not be duplicated by any other International Union. Your general officers 
genuinely regretted the break in this splendid record. But the responsibility, 
as we have previously stated, was not ours. This assessment was necessitated 
because no resources of a financial nature had been provided us with which 
to meet the adverse conditions following the world war, the chaotic recon- 
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struction days that had to be traveled before we reached the road to 
“normalcy.” 

The “Ohs!” and the “Ahs!” and the “Ahas!” and the familiar “What the 
___—!”’ ete., etc., that were uttered when the special circular was read 
to the members at their regular meetings! All of these were as audible to 
our ears as if we had been present at each and every meeting following the 
receipt of the assessment circular. Also we didn’t need to be present to hear 
the welcome, kindly utterances given expression to by those brothers who had 
the big vision and the perception to comprehend instantly, after hearing the 
circular read, the grim necessity for immediate action in order to save our 
Ship of State from financial disaster. Our sympathies went out to those 
officers and brothers who made friendly explanation to the rebellious ones, 
and who generally supported the assessments. 

And especially sorry did we feel for the financial sduvetaties who had 
the collection of same. There was every reason why the younger portion 
of our present membership shculd ‘open their eyes wide and sit up and take 
notice for awhile.” Their exclamations of surprise were naturally accompanied 
by pointed remarks, such as: “What are those fellows doing with all the 
money we give them?” And they did not necessarily insinuate anything 
wrong. Such inquiries were caused by the fact that they and thousands 
more had never during the years they had been carrying cards of membership 
in our organization had any assessments placed upon them by the Inter- 
national Union. Under these circumstances there is no fault to be found 
with such questioning, for it was made in good faith. 

Not so in other cases, however. The assessments furnished them just 
the opportunity they had longed for to first whisper and then shout: “Graft! 
Graft!” and “More Graft!” and “Now you will believe what we have been 
telling you!” If there are any who believe such monstrous stories, we invite 
the’ minutest investigation of our financial affairs in so far as we are 
concerned, for our books are open to the world. And we ask the good-thinking 
and acting members, when you hear such damnable charges against us, to 
challenge our traducers to make good or present one little atom of proof that 
what they say is true. - 

The circular which follows is fully explanatory, and the placing of these 
assessments, therefore, needs no further comment.

SECRETARY’S OFFICE, UNIVERSITY PARK BLDG., 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., June 20, 1921. 
To Officers and Members of All Subordinate Unions of B., M. & P. I. U.: 


Brothers:—The time has come when your Executive Officers must call 
to your attention the financial condition of our organization and its needs of 
the hour. At the Philadelphia convention, 1918, we urged upon the delegates 
the fact that in the aftermath of the world war history would repeat itself; 
that in the adjustment days following the termination of the war unemploy- 
ment and wage-reduction movements would confront us, and that it was 
absolutely necessary that some legislation be adopted that would provide 
financial resources to meet these deplorable conditions. Nothing was done, 
however, except to place a patriotic war tax for a certain period to meet the 
war costs assumed by this convention. 

At the Cleveland convention, held last October, we again drew to the 
attention of the delegates our lack of finances to properly meet the situation 
we have already referred to, and which we saw would soon be upon us. Again 
our efforts in this respect were of no avail, except that the convention 
increased the dues 10 cents, making the per capita tax to the parent body 
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one dollar per month—-this additional 10 cents to be used to take care of 
the increased salaries and increased costs in the administration of our affairs. 
In the early part of this year the great unemployment and nation-wide wage- 
reduction movements came upon us. Throughout our jurisdiction in the 
Dominion of Canada the same conditions confronted us. That your Executive 
Officers could not finance certain unions entitled, in our opinion, to financial 
support, was therefore not a condition of our making. The conventions 
named had failed to heed our warnings. 

The wage-reduction movement was launched by the great financial and 
industrial institutions of the country, and by the Chambers of Commerce and 
Associated Employers, manufacturers and banks, big and little. Our employers, 
as well as others of the building industry, were called in and told that certain 
reductions in the wages of their respective workmen must be ordered at once, 
and in all cases where not accepted must be forced; that positively no con- 
ciliation or arbitration of such reductions would be allowed; the workmen must 
take it or leave it. And, as you are well aware, strikes and lockouts followed 
one upon another throughout the country generally. . 

Some of our unions that had retained a wage rate of eight dollars during 
the entire war period, although the great mass had increased their scales to 
ten, eleven and twelve, respectively, were confronted with the same reduction 
as the unions that had established these higher scales. This was manifestly 
unjust, but notwithstanding that our employers’ attention was called to such 
injustice, our protests fell on barren ground. These unions, therefore, were 
entitled to our every support, but thousands upon thousands of our members 
were, and had been for weeks, walking the streets in idleness. Thus hundreds 
of our unions were confronted with wage reductions at one and the same 
time, making it a hard matter for them to meet even their monthly per 
capita tax. 

Your Executive Officers, therefore, could not and did not approve of 
official strikes which would have placed still further financial burdens upon 
unions already unable to meet their fixed financial obligations. Nevertheless, 
your I. U. Officers have been severely abused because of their position in 
these matters. The powers behind the wage-reduction movement struck a 
body blow. They did not strike us in a particular spot, so to speak, but they 
engulfed practically our entire International Union, and subordinate unions, 
therefore, could not help one another. But be it said to the eternal credit of 
the big mass of our unions, when your I. U. Officers presented the situation 
to them in its true light, they replied, “That’s all right! We can’t help the 
other fellow, and we know he can’t help us!” 

A few unions, however, demanded their “constitutional rights and strike 
pay!” No reason or argument would they listen to. Their answer invariably 
was: “What have we been paying our money for during the past twenty 
years?” Our answer invariably was: “Not one cent for strikes and lockouts! 
All strike protection is raised by special assessment, and no assessment for 
strike or lockout purposes has been placed on you for twenty years!” We 
also drew attention to the fact that our constitutional provisions in the 
matter of strikes and lockouts were never made to meet the aftermath of 
a world war, any more than the constitutions of the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada were made to meet the financial burdens of war. The 
money was raised by taxation and special bonds, and the citizens of both 
countries will for years be specially taxed, more or less, until the financial 
burdens of the war are fully paid. 

Some dissatisfied unions have then come back with the question: “Why, 
we have a Reserve Strike Fund! What have you done with it?” Our answer 
has been: “It is still intact, except for the two or three strikes that we have 
financed from such fund during the past twenty years, and which we did not 
tax the general membership to replace!” This Reserve Strike Fund was 
created by our 1895 Worcester (Mass.) convention, and a law was passed 
that thereafter each newly initiated member must, in addition to the regular 
initiation fee, pay the sum of 25 cents, same to go to the Reserve Strike 
Fund. 

Now, why was this fund created? Under the old strike law, immediately 
that an official strike was approved, the General Secretary computed the 
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weekly cost and sent out a circular giving official notice of the strike, placing 
the weekly assessment necessary to meet the weekly strike pay-rolls. It took 
several weeks before the strike assessments began coming in. The great 
mass of our unions were usually prompt after the first two or three weeks, 
but quite a number of the large unions usually planked down not only these 
assessments, but also their monthly dues, on the I. U. Treasurer’s table at 
the following annual convention. The consequence was that in order for our 
former beloved Treasurer Murray, now deceased, to have the strike pay-rolls 
met each Saturday morning he would be compelled to borrow the money on 
his personal property until sufficient strike assessments had been received. 


Thus was the “Reserve Strike Fund” created to meet strike pay-rolls 
pending sufficient assessments reaching the Treasurer’s office to enable him 
to get the necessary amount together, and whatever moneys were taken from 
this fund had to be repaid at the settlement of the strike. The trouble has 
been that the fund was misnamed and has consequently created a wrong 
impression among the younger generation of our International Union. It 
ought to have been named “A Fund to Meet Official Weekly Strike Pay-Rolls 
Pending Strike Assessments Being Received from Subordinate Unions in 
Sufficient Amounts to Meet Same.” Not one member initiated before the 
year 1895 ever paid one cent into this strike fund. So much for the “Reserve 
Strike Fund!” 


Each nation in the world war raised the necessary money to finance its 
respective part. What the nations did, however, our International Union failed 
to do.. In other words, our “Congress,” in convention assembled, failed to 
raise the dues or place assessments to meet even our increased costs of 
administering your affairs, let alone assessments for the protection of unions 
in the aftermath of the war. Had we done so, however, some of the most 
complaining members, because strike pay failed them, would have, when 
their delegates reported on financial matters, shouted: “Throw them out of 
the window! More money for graft!” Although one nickel, yes, even one 
cent, out of the daily earnings of each of our members during the busy war 
period would have given us great financial resources with which to fight 
unjustified wage reductions and the so-called “Open Shop.” 


Payments made to our General Fund are to meet the wages of salaried 
officers, cost of printing reports, circulars, etc., stationery, stamps, cost of 
Journal, the maintenance of Headquarters, rent, employes’ wages, supplies 
of all kinds, telephones, telegrams and a score of other things, including per 
capita tax to the A. F. of L. and the Building Trades Department of America, 
as well as delegates’ expenses to the annual conventions of these two bodies. 
In 1910 and 1911 we were allowed 10 cents; in 1912 and 1918, 7 cents, while 
the actual cost of these items was 11 cents; in 1914 and 1915, 9% cents was 
allowed, actual cost 94-5 cents; for 1916 and 1917, 9% cents, actual cost 14 
cents; for 1918, 1919 and 1920 9% cents, actual cost, 16 cents. 


Since the year 1917 our increased administration costs have been 
attributable to the fact that the rental of I. U. Headquarters has been doubled. 
Assistants’ salaries have had to be increased. Printing costs have steadily 
increased until, by the arrival of 1920, our printing bills had increased over 
400 per cent. Office supplies of all kinds show the same ratio of increase 
during these years. We have economized wherever possible, but it has made 
no appreciable difference. Our costs increased just the same. Not one cent 
of increase in income, however, did you give us, and this, notwithstanding 
the fact that we lost some twelve thousand of our membership during the 
war period. Only for the accumulation of other funds in our possession we 
would have had to go into bankruptcy. 


Our Defense Fund shows the same results, for which 6 cents was given 
us during all these years to do the work of taking care of our unions, out of 
the 90 cents per month you paid, until the assembling of the Cleveland 
convention. Of this 90 cents, 50 cents went to the Relief Fund and 25 cents 
tothe Mortuary Fund. Your Executive Board has no control over these two 
funds. Out of the $10.80 each member has paid per year to the I. U. we 
have been given $1.80 with which to defend and maintain the parent body. 
And where has this money gone, you repeat? Here it is! From 1910 to 1921 
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we paid out in mortuary benefits $2,522,035. From 1915 to 1921 we paid out 
in relief benefits $2,423,203, or a total of about $5,000,000. 

While we have not yet received the auditor’s report for the fiscal year 
terminating June 30, 1921, our own figures show a deficit, such as we declared 
to the delegates to the Cleveland convention would occur, when we insisted 
that the increasing of the I. U. allowance in the sum of ten cents would not 
under any circumstances meet our increased cost of maintenance chargeable 
to the General Fund, as well as the demands made upon us for defense 
purposes. The deficit for the year ending June 30, 1921, amounts approxi- 
mately to $62,000 in the General Fund, and $18,000 approximately in the 
Defense Fund. Our Relief Fund, however, shows a balance of approximately 
$52,000, while the Mortuary Fund shows a balance of approximately $12,000. 
The amount paid out for relief purposes, for the fiscal year terminating 
June 30, 1921, is approximately $443,000—almost half a million dollars. The 
Mortuary Fund for the same period shows claims paid amounting to approxi- 
mately $234,000—within sixteen thousand dollars of the quarter-million mark. 

The items we have given above are for the special benefit of those 
members who are from time to time asking the question, with an inference 
in tone which no normal person can fail to understand—‘What are they 
doing with the money?” coupled with language unfit to print. We also give 
you these facts and figures so that the great mass of our rank and file, who 
have full confidence in the honesty of their Executive Officers, may have at 
their finger-tips an accurate knowledge of where the great bulk of our income 
goes, and over which we have absolutely no control or responsibility in the 
remotest sense. 

INCREASED SALARIES 


There has been some criticism here and there over the increase in salaries 
of your I. U. Officers. Particularly does this apply to that of your General 
President and your General Secretary. Our answer to this is that the 
salaries for many years were meager and lacking. The increase granted your 
President and Secretary at Cleveland, computed with the salary paid each 
year during the past twenty-one years, up to and including the month of 
July of this year, amounts approximately to $3,300 per year. The income 
of the Vice-Presidents has not amounted to one-half of this sum. Truly, 
princely salaries for men occupying the positions we do, and on whom rests 
the responsibility for the economic welfare of an organization of nearly one 
hundred thousand members! . 

Your International Executive Officers waited five years for their increase. 
The Vice-Presidents, who were paid the wages established by their home 
unions, got the benefit of these unions’ increases from time to time. There are 
hundreds of bricklayers holding permanent jobs that have earned for them 
an average of as much as the respective incomes of your I. U. Officers. There 
are hundreds of foremen that have averaged much more in wages than your 
Executive Officers, while those of our members who are employed as super- 
intendents of construction have in the past received, and are today receiving 
for their services, yearly salaries amounting to from five to ten thousand 
dollars. 

Also, please do not forget that while unions secured increases steadily 
during the war period, the wages of our General President, First Vice- 
President and Secretary remained stationary. Surely, then, it is not out of 
reason to ask that, having waited five years for an increase, we be permitted 
to enjoy it, the same as the great rank and file, whom we aided time and 
again to secure substantial increases in wages in order that they might be 
enabled to keep up with the steadily soaring prices of rents and all the 
necessaries of life. 

The “financial burden” of our increases, so termed by those who assail 
us, amounts approximately to one and seven-tenths cents per member per 
year. Not the price of an evening paper. Wherein is the burden and injustice 
then upon the rank and file? There is absolutely none, except that which 
is manufactured. 

The Sheet Metal Workers’ International Convention recently adjourned. 
It didn’t follow in the wake of the wage-reduction movement of the nation, 
however. It increased generously the salaries of all its officers and employes, 
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and compared with our increases, when it is considered that their numerical 
strength is but one-eighth of ours, the increase granted to us is far smaller. 
They also placed assessments on their membership for a period of five years 
in order to raise a Defense Fund for their protection in times of trouble. 

What our convention failed to do your Executive Officers are now com- 
pelled to do in order to protect the financial standing and reputation of our 
International Union. The wage-reduction movement will not stop with the 
present year. There is every indication of further reductions for next year 
in both the United States and Canada. Our financial helplessness of this year 
must not be repeated in 1922, and therefore, in accordance with the consti- 
tutional powers invested in your I. U. Executive Officers, an assessment of 
one dollar per month is hereby placed upon each and every member of the 
B., M. & P. I. U. for the months of September, October, November and Decem- 
ber of this year, 1921; the funds accruing from these assessments to be used to 
sustain and finance our subordinate unions that become involved in strikes and 
lockouts that are approved in accordance with the laws of the I. U. The only 
departure that will be made from the purposes herein laid down for the use 
of this assessment will be that whenever moneys are needed to maintain the 
General and Defense Funds in case of deficit, same shall be taken from said 
assessment fund pending the assembling of the I. U. convention at Springfield, 
Mass., in October, 1922, at which time ample provision will be made to 
maintain these two funds intact in the future. 

Your own economic protection demands that these assessments be met 
promptly. Failing in this, you fail to protect yourselves.

The Federal Decree 


Four months have now passed since your International Executive Officers 
and the officers of our subordinate unions located in the Southern Federal 
District of New York signed the Federal decree mutually agreed upon with 
the Attorney General of the United States and the officers of the Department 
of Justice of the said district, and which was made effective in the Federal 
Court of Judge Learned Hand of New York City, February 28, 1922. Since 
this time we have tried to the uttermost, and we believe we have succeeded, 
to live up to its requirements. During these intervening months there has been 
ample time to prove whether or not, as stated by your Executive Officers, 
the decree would in any way destroy any fundamental or basic principle 
which we lay claim to, and which we all enjoyed previously to its issuance. 

That it has not done so, and will not, under any circumstances, will now 
be readily conceded, and we have absolutely nothing to fear, either now or 
in the future, in so far as these fundamental rights are concerned. In other 
words, we have the same right to organize, the same right to work as union 
men, the same right to enter into agreements with employers to employ our 
labor exclusively, and the same right to work for or not to work for any 
employer who is obnoxious tc us. Neither does the decree, as has been 
charged, compel us to work with non-union craftsmen, but we can not, and 
never could legally, go to an employer and demand the discharge of a 
workman, simply because he does not carry our union card. We can, how- 
ever, tell an employer that he has men working on the operation who are 
obnoxious to us, and if he wishes to keep such employes. all well and good, 
but we are going to quit and seek employment elsewhere. The choice is then 
up to our employer. 

If this procedure is followed, unaccompanied by threats, intimidation and. 
coercion toward the employer, in place of demanding the discharge of certain 
workmen, no legal entanglements will ensue. Our circular covering this 
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decree is, we believe, clear and makes further comment on this subject 
unnecessary.

CIRCULAR NO. 52

To All Subordinate Unions of the B., M. & P. I. U:: 


Brothers :—The suit in equity against the B., M. & P. I. U. in the United 
States District Court for the Southern District of New York, brought by the 
United States as complainant by Harry M. Daugherty, Attorney General of 
the United States, and William Hayward, United States Attorney for the 
Southern District of New York; David L. Podell, David A. L’Esperance, 
Leland B. Duer, Benjamin S. Kirsh, Raymond L. Wise, Nathan Probst, Jr., 
and Susan Brandeis, Special Assistants to the United States Attorney, and 
the final decree granted by Judge Hand in the Federal Court of New York 
City, March 1, 1922, are the outcome of a Federal investigation extending 
over_a period of two years, and of the more recent investigation by the 
. Lockwood Committee of the State of New York, of which Samuel Untermyer 
is the chief counsel. 

Preceding the signing of the final decree by your International Executive 
Board and Special I. U. Deputy Walter V. Price (President Bowen being in 
California on I. U. affairs, but having wired Vice-President Preece to attach 
his signature thereto) several conferences were held with the officials of the 
Federal Department of Justice of the Southern District of New York, at which 
our attorney, Martin M. Hugg, of the law firm of Kealing & Hugg, of Indi- 
anapolis, Ind., wes present. The conferences were held in the Federal Postoffice 
Building, New York City, the decree being finally signed in the office of 
Attorney General Daugherty at Washington, D. C. 

Throughout the entire conferences, while the legal side was being taken 
care of by Attorney Hugg, your International Officers discussed with the 
Federal officials every phase and detail of our working conditions; and those 
things charged in the petition against our International Union, its subordinate 
unions and the officers thereof in the making of agreements with employers’ 
associations representing the various branches of masonry work to which our 
members apply themselves were earnestly and exhaustively covered, and 
modifications both in petition and decree were securd. 


No Basic Principles Interfered With 


The requirements of the decree finally agreed upon do not, in any of its 
provisions, interfere with any basic principle of our union life, or with the 
fundamental principles which band us together as workers in the industrial 
life of the nation. In other words, our International Constitution stands intact, 
and it may be said with credit to the Department of Justice of the United 
States that it did not ask your International Officers to consent to any legal 
interference with the fundamental principles under which our International 
Union was organized in 1865, or with the laws that govern our labor service 
of today. 

Misrepresentation by the Press 

Immediately following the handing of the decree to the representatives 
of the public press by the Attorney General’s office, misrepresentation quickly 
followed, one statement after the other, and the American people were led 
to believe that our International Union and its subordinate parts were abso- 
lutely responsible for the high cost of housing projects and masonry building 
materials generally; that we were an organization that had controlled and 
restricted the amount of work that our members should perform for a day’s 
work, and that exclusive agreements with employers’ associations were also 
responsible for additional increase in the cost of construction, and also for 
the “vicious system,” so termed, of discriminating against and restricting 
the use of materials. 

In answer to these unwarranted and misleading attacks, we would say 
that the Government in its petition does not charge your International Union, 
or all of its subordinate unions, with restricting a day’s work. True, the 
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petition, as originally drafted and presented to your International Officers 
for their consideration, did charge our organization generally with restricting — 
a day’s work. This we vehemently denied, and challenged the Government 
to produce a scintilla of evidence, documentary or otherwise, in proof of 
’ such a charge, declaring that we could not, in justice to the great organization 
we represented, sign any document that would brand our institution before 
the American people as an organization of labor that had ever considered 
such a restriction in the remotest sense, much less practiced it; that, to the 
contrary, our International Union and its subordinate parts were well known 
for their absoluted stand against any interference with or any restriction of 
the amount of work to be done by its members during any work-day, and 
that for years our organization has been one that has received the highest 
of commendation and praise for its universal average of a fair day’s work. 
And this not only from our employers generally, but also from the architects 
and building public. 

We admitted that as a result of the war “cost plus’? method of work, some 
of our members individually might have been guilty of “slacking” on com- 
petitive work, but that it had been only for a short period, and that these 
self-same few, among thousands, were soon back to their stride and taking 
their former pride in the doing of a full day’s work. 

The Department of Justice therefore finally decided to modify the general 
charge to read that “some unions” had been guilty of permitting their 
members to restrict a day’s work. The Government claimed to have suf- 
ficient evidence, given and sworn to by certain architects and contractors, 
that their curtailment of work had been as high as 40 per cent as compared 
with the same class of work done preceding the war. The Attorney General 
maintained this fact and in a public statement to the press he said: 


“The first of the principles in the decree is directed against a vicious 
practice which is more or less an outgrowth of the war ‘cose plus’ system. 
Various local unions of this and other labor organizations have from time to 
time tacitly, and often openly, limited their men in the quantity of the work to 
be performed by them within a given time. 

“Some locals have enforced the rule that a bricklayer must lay so many 
bricks an hour, or a mason set only a certain quantity of stone a day, etc.” 


Regardless of the comments of the press concerning the above, however, 
your eiadeahy Officers only signed the decree with the modifications as 
outlined. 

Your International Officers are morally positive that we have not a 
subordinate union that has collectively sanctioned any restriction of a day’s 
work, and to prove our good faith in this matter, and in justice to ourselves. 
we urge upon each subordinate union to invite from its employers any 
complaints that they may have in this very important respect. If any such 
complaints are received the union should have a committee thoroughly investi- 
gate same, and in all cases where there is found sufficient evidence to justify 
charges against any member or members for the curtailment of a day’s work, 
the committee should so report to its union and see to it that the offending 
member or members are properly charged, served with copy thereof and 
cited for trial, in accordance with our laws. Wherever a member or members 
are proven guilty of “slacking” or laying down on what is conceded to be a 
fair day’s work, he or they should be severely reprimanded and informed that 
unless such misconduct ceases at once drastic punishment will follow. 

Such a procedure will thus prevent a few isolated cases of members 
“laying down” from branding as “slackers” the great big mass of our 
brothers who believe in and perform faithfully every working day a fair 
day’s work. 


New York Marble Agreement 


The provision contained in the agreement entered into with the Marble 
Industry Employers of New. York City in March, 1915, which stipulated 
that no marble fabricated outside of the marble shops of New York would 
be installed by our members unless under the same economic conditions as 
prevailed in the marble shops of New York City, is also declared to be in 
restraint of trade under the Sherman Anti-Trust Law. The Government takes 
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the position that no matter what the conditions are under which marble or 
any other product is manufactured, we have no right to refuse to handle same, 
This is of vital importance to our members of Union No. 4 N. Y., which is 
composed of marble cutters, carvers and setters. In other words, all the 
marble shops of the Metropolitan District of New York are 100 per cent 
organized, including the unskilled and semi-skilled workmen, such as polishers, 
bed-rubbers, sawyers and helpers, and who have an International Union 
of their own, while in practically all outside marble shops not a vestige of 
organization exists. Hence the economic conditions and wages in these outside 
plants scattered throughout the several States of the Union are much lower 
and the hours of work much longer. 


Another important factor that we pointed out to the Government was 
that the owners of marble fabricating-plants outside of New York City, with 
some few exceptions, owned all the quarries producing the domestic marbles, 
and that it was for these reasons that we consented to put the protecting 
provisions into the agreement in question. 


We urged upon the Government that the decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the Duplex case was not a parallel one, i.e., that the 
owners of the raw and finished materials used by the Duplex people did not 
make machines or compete in any way with the Duplex Machinery Company, 
nor yet did the Duplex Machinery Company, who controlled the machines, 
compete in the business of the men who bought and installed their product, 
or of the mechanics who operated them. It was further pointed out that there 
was no other union of building mechanics confronted with similar conditions. 

Brother Walter V. Price, President of the former International Union of 
Marble Workers, and now a member of Union No. 4 N. Y., and acting as 
Special Deputy for our International Union in our marble affairs, with tears 
in his eyes, so great was his emotion, earnestly discussed the subject with 
the Government’s attorneys. He said in part: 

“IT was born in the city of New York, learned my trade of marble cutting 
and setting in the shops of this city, the same as my father before me, and 
his father before him. For two generations or more previously to the 
B., M. & P. I. U. taking under its jurisdiction our marble industry, the 
marble workers of New York City protected themselves even more dras- 
tically than at present, and when our conditions were explained to and 
investigated by the Executive Board of the B., M. & P. I. U., they finally 
consented to the provision in question going into the agreement in protection 
of our splendid economic conditions, believing same to be morally and legally 
right. And now you gentlemen tell me and my fellow workers that this 
provision is a conspiracy and in restraint of trade, and that we must handle 
a material that we are certain will destroy the splendid economic conditions 
we have established, put our shops, in which millions of dollars are invested, 
on the scrap-heap, close our homes, and with our wives and children leave 
the city we were born and reared in and seek work in the quarry districts, 
all because of the conditions complained of. It is certainly a tough propo- 
sition for me and my fellow craftsmen, gentlemen.” 

In concluding our discussion on this subject we asked that a waiver be 
placed in the final decree permitting us to enter the courts with a test case 
without being subject to contempt proceedings. Attorneys L’Esperance and 
Podell, with the acquiescence of Miss Brandeis and Benjamin Hirst, finally 
agreed upon a two-day postponement of the question, during which period 
the request and arguments made by our side would be carefully gone into 
and their final conclusions presented. 

At the time agreed upon Attorney Podell, in behalf of the Government, 
stated that eight prominent attorneys had held a consultation upon the ques- 
tions raised by us in the New York marble matter. That in separating each 
attorney had agreed to write a brief upon the question and the request for a 
waiver. That each had done so, and that after summing up the case from all 
the angles presented, each had finally reached the same conclusion, namely, 
that the restrictive provision in the New York marble agreement was a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade under the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, as 
defined under the Duplex decision, and that the Department could not consent 
to any waiver being inserted in the final decree covering this question and 
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permitting a test case. The matter was either illegal or legal, and the 
Government, having decided that it was illegal, could not go before any 
Federal judge and ask for a waiver, claiming that to do so would subject 
the Government to censure. 

Attorney Podell, in concluding the Department’s analysis of the law, 
added that there was no intention on the part of the Government to in any 
way create the impression that the law required the members of No. 4 N. Y., 
or of any other union, to accept employment that was obnoxious to them. 
That to accept or reject employment was a lawful right, and no workman 
could be deprived of this right under the laws of the land, and that there 
was nothing in the decree that would in the remotest sense violate this 
lawful right or compel an individual member of No. 4 N. Y. or of any 
organized body of workmen, to work for any firm, corporation or individual 
employer if he did not wish to. This right, he claimed, could not be challenged, 
but that it was an entirely different matter when unions entered into agree- 
ments with employers’ associations, or in cases where either adopted resolu- 
tions, or had understandings, etc., that interfered with or restricted the sale 
or use of the products of the nation, and that collective acts of this nature 
were clearly illegal under the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, and would subject 
the violators to heavy penalties and imprisonment. ; 


As to Exclusive Agreements 


We denied, as charged in the petition, that the marble agreement in 
question was exclusive in any of its provisions. We declared that our 
members had worked under it for independent marble contractors in years 
gone by and were doing so at this time; that our International Constitution 
specifically forbids any of its subordinate unions to enter into exclusive 
agreements, and that the Executive Officers of the International Union could 
not approve of, and had not during their entire administration approved of 
or sanctioned any exclusive agreements. 

The Government took the position, however, that the provision which 
appears in a large number of our agreements, agreeing to work for only 
“legitimate and bona fide contractors,’ and leaving the determination of 
what constitutes “legitimate and bona fide contractors” to local Joint Arbi- 
tration Boards, was both exclusive and restrictive, and that the Department 
had sufficient evidence from contractors themselves to prove that independent 
employers had under these agreements been forced to joint employers’ asso- 
ciations. The Government raised the same objection to preferential agreements 
in which we promise to give preference in the employment of our members 
to employers who are parties to the agreement. Oftentimes coupled with this 
preference provision has been a further provision that the employers upon 
their part agreed to employ only members of our International Union. 

Attorney Podell, in discussing these agreements with your International 
Officers and our attorney, Mr. Hugg, declared that the so-called “closed shop” 
had been declared by the courts to be lawful. That the Government recognized 
that it was perfectly legal for our unions to provide in their agreements 
with employers’ associations for the employment of the members of their 
respective unions, but insisted that it was unlawful to “couple with such a 
provision another agreeing to work only for members of an employers’ 
association, or to restrict or confine by mutual agreement the employment 
of our members to legitimate and bona fide contractors,’ and to place in the 
hands of a joint committee representing the contractors’ association and 
jcurneymen’s union the right to designate who were and were not “legitimate 
and bona fide contractors.” 

Your I. U. Officers repeatedly urged that this provision was not exclusive 
or restrictive in the sense raised by the Government, nor yet did it in any 
way interfere with independent contractors or large contracting companies 
regularly engaged in building construction, and as evidence of this we declared 
that in practically every city, town and village of the United States our 
members are working every day, every month and every year for contractors 
and firms, big and little, who are not connected with any employers’ 
association. . 

The Government maintained, however, that while the “legitimate and 
bona fide contractor” provision was not exclusive, it was restrictive, and 
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therefore in restraint of trade, and that they had sufficient evidence, docu- 
mentary and otherwise, to prove absolutely that'the provision in question had 
been used to force “independent contractors” into various employers’ 
associations. 

We urged that the “shyster” was not confined to the legal profession. 
That we have “shyster contractors,” who have absolutely no business honor 
when it comes to dollars and cents, and whose peddling and scalping methods, 
including the lumping and taking of work by the thousand brick, or setting 
stone or tile by the foot for labor only, are commonly known as the “blood 
money” system of work. We declared that these “shoe-string contractors” 
are a positive menace to the economic and social welfare of the men we 
represent, and that we can not work for men who practice these things. 

Attorney Podell replied as follows: “At the first conference held with 
Mr. Dobson I informed him that the Government would not ask his organiza- 
tion to consent to anything that would in any way interfere with or destroy 
any basic principle or working conditions under which it had progressed since 
1865, and that the decree would not in any way interfere with these things 
which we recognize and understand as being necessary to protect the progress 
made and the labor service given.” 

United States District Attorney Hayward spoke in a similar strain and 
United States Assistant District Attorney L’Esperance and Special Assistant’s 
Attorneys Susan Brandeis and Benjamin Hirst concurred in the sentiments 
expressed. 


Alleged Restrictions in the Tile Industry 


Relative to the Government’s charges of certain unlawful acts in our 
relations with the Mantel and Tile Contractors’ Association, and unlawful 
instructions on tile affairs sent out from our Headquarters in June, 1919, 
paragraph d on page 8 of the petition, in our answer to the unlawful acts 
cited, we maintained that no exclusive agreement followed the alleged modi- 
fication in Circular No. 19, and that the only change made in the agreement 
originally entered into in April, 1918, at Columbus, Ohio, was one to increase 
the wage-rate from time to time during the war period. That in absorbing 
the tilelayer in 1918 and bringing under our jurisdiction the installation of 
all tile work, we were continually charged by the officers and members of 
the Tilelayers’ International Union, which was then in existence, that it was 
our intention to place the tile classification of work with and under the ~ 
classification of work already defined as brick masonry, and further, that the 
mantel and tile contractors’ work in installation would in a like;manner be 
turned over to the general contractor and mason contractor. In other words, 
that the bricklayer would sooner or later do all the tile work and drive the 
tilelayer out of business entirely, including the mantel and tile employer. 

So persistently were these things maintained and circulated that our 
Executive Board agreed that the only way by which we could put an end 
to this disturbing element and prove the good faith of our International 
Union would be to issue the instructions to the tilelayer which were contained 
in the circular in question, and parts of which are quoted in the Government’s 

etition. 

f However, the Department insisted that no matter what we had in mind 
in sending out Circular No. 19, which it termed a modification of the original 
agreement, its investigation and the testimony given by independent mantel 
and tile contractors, owners, architects and other contractors proved abso- 
lutely that the modification as cited had been used in certain localities to 
accomplish the unlawful acts cited in the Government’s petition, and that 
certain independent employers had as a consequence been compelled to take 
membership in the Mantel and Tile Contractors’ Association, and that dis- 
criminations, etc., had been practiced against others in so far as their employ- 
ment of tilelayers and the securing of materials were concerned, and declared 
that if we were acting in good faith in these matters there could be no 
objection on our part to that part of the decree which would correct such 
illegal acts. 

Preference Agreement 

The placing of a provision in agreements with employers’ associations, in 

which we agree to give preference in the employment of our members to 
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members of an employers’ association, is also declared to be unlawful. We 
maintained, in answer to the Government’s position, that never during the 
lifetime of such preference provisions has our International Union arbitrarily 
taken men, or sanctioned the taking of men, away from any independent 
employer to place them on the work of an employer whose association was in 
agreement with us. That we had upon many occasions used our own funds 
and time in securing for independent union employers additional union 
workmen of our various crafts, the same as for association union employers. 
That we would consider it outrageous upon our part to strip their jobs of 
workmen, or do anything to injure them in the progress of their building 
work, when such independent employers were complying with all the provisions 
of any agreement made with an employers’ association and the basic principles © 
under which our members accept employment from contractors who are mem- 
bers of an employers’ association. 

Regardless of these assurances, the Government insisted that it had 
evidence in its possession, given by employers themselves, showing that they 
had joined employers’ associations because of threatened discrimination and 
to obtain protection under the preference provision. 


Restrictive Stone Agreements 


In view of the fact that all of the protective stone agreements entered into 
by our subordinate unions and local stonecutters’ unions in various cities, and 
the tri-party International Agreement, were abrogated in 1920, we simply 
defended the conditions, economic and otherwise, under which these agree- 
ments had been entered into, showing clearly to the Department that there 
was no restriction in the shipment of stone to any point of destination. That 
the six and nine-thousand-foot protection clause covered only the hand work, 
such as cutting and carving. That the agreement did not interfere with the 
shipment of the raw or machined stone, and that the difference in the wages 
or labor-cost of the hand-work at the point of destination compared with the 
labor-cost of such hand-work at the quarry fabricating-plants was a matter 
of only a few cents per hour and a few extra days’ work sorely needed by 
the ater ah stonecutters of the city or town in which the stone was to 
be used. 

The Government’s answer was that while our actions were based on 
purely humane grounds, still it was another case of taking advantage of 
the protection afforded the journeyman stonecutter by an immediate advance 
in price to the builder of at least 100 per cent for the handling of the limited 
six or nine thousand feet. That architects and builders had furnished the 
Department with figures, taken before and after these agreements were 
made effective, to prove this 100 per cent increase. That the abuses and 
extortions practiced upon the building public under these close agreements 
with labor, made possible by certain contractors and associations of employers, 
must stop, and that labor must do its part by agreeing to eliminate from 
agreements with employers’ associations the provisions which have been 
pointed out as being unlawful, and which the Government charges have in 
a measure been responsible for the abuses and exploitations complained of. 


Collections of Claims and Wages 


The provision in many of our agreements, under which we agree not to 
work on any building upon which a contractor has a claim for money due, 
is declared illegal and a flagrant violation of and interference with the 
functions of the civil courts. We urged that in our industry particularly, 
hundreds of our mason contractors, many of them holding membership in 
our unions, are men of small or limited capital, and that the provision in 
question was given life to bring about a settlement of an honest claim, and 
that in many instances if the courts had been resorted to the limited capital 
of these contractors would have been wiped out by litigation costs, as well 
as the entire amount of the claim involved. We also insisted that the pro- 
vision relating to the collection of claims invariably provides for arbitration 
and final decision of an umpire mutually satisfactory to all parties directly 
concerned. ; 
* The Government pointed out that our union in Yonkers had a most drastic 
provision which interfered with cases of insolvency already in the hands of 
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the courts, and that no matter what the action of the court might be in such 
cases, the union men were restrained by the agreement from going on to 
any operation of the insolvent party until an adjustment was made that was 
considered equitable by the representative of the employers’ association and 
those representing the Yonkers union. This, the Government claimed, was 
making the courts of the land secondary and subordinate to trade associa- 
tions controlled by employers and workmen, and could not be tolerated for a 
moment longer. 

We stated in reply that our International Executive Officers had always 
insisted that in cases where litigation had ensued, no further action or inter- 
ference by our unions should take place; that work must proceed and the 
court’s decision be respected, and that in entering into the arrangements 
“declared unlawful’ our members had absolutely no thought or intention of 
running counter to the courts of city, state or nation. 

In answer to this the Government said: “We are morally positive of 
this. All of our investigators who have reported to the Department state 
that no money consideration on the part of your International Officers or 
your special representatives has been found. Each contractor that has been 
summoned before the Department and questioned carefully in this respect 
has sworn that no money was ever asked for or paid to you, and as a result 
of all of our searching investigation of the unlawful practices that we have 
unearthed in the building industry and the indictments already resulting 
therefrom, it is pleasing to the Government to be able to commend you men 
to the extent of saying that in entering into these agreements which we 
have decided to be unlawful, you have been actuated by the belief that the 
provisions thereof were for the advancement and progress of the men you 
represent. Had we found or believed otherwise the Government would have 
indicted each of you and immediately instituted criminal action in the Federal 
courts, instead of dealing with you here in equity proceedings.” 


Unions Located in Southern Federal District 


Just as soon as the terms of the decree were mutually agreed upon the 
Government insisted upon making parties thereto the officers of our subordi- 
nate unions located in the Southern Federal District. Your International 
Officers urged that this was absolutely unnecessary; that whatever we agreed 
upon and signed would be binding upon our unions. The Government, while 
perfectly satisfied as to our authority, having examined our International 
Constitution, insisted that some of these unions had entered into agreements 
without our knowledge or approval, and that it would have a more binding 
effect in giving them to understand that in entering into agreements in the 
future it must be done in accordance with the provisions of our I. U. law. 
In other words, such agreements must be submitted to the I. U. President 
for approval. 

The Government issued subpoenas for the appearance before the Federal 
Department of Justice at noon on Monday, February 27, of the presidents of 
all unions of the district, outside of New York City, leaving it in our hands 
to serve notice on the presidents, secretaries and business agents of the 
unions of Manhattan Borough, New York City. 

Realizing that the officers of these unions knew absolutely nothing of 
the proceedings, or of the decree agreed upon, we immediately had a letter 
mailed to each officer instructing him to meet with us at the Park Avenue 
Hotel, New York City, at 10 a. m., Monday, February 27, when a full expla- 
nation thereof would be made. 


Decree Signed at Washington 


As per arrangements, and accompanied by our attorney, Mr. Hugg, we 
left on the midnight train, February 28, for Washington, D. C., for a final 
conference with the United States Attorney General, Mr. Daugherty, and a 
proper execution of the decree. 

At 10 a. m. Friday, February 24, the conference was convened. Repre- 
senting the Government were the Attorney General of the Southern Federal 
District of New York, District Attorney Hayward, David L. Podell, David A. 
L’Esperance, Benjamin S. Kirsh and Susan Brandeis. 

The provisions of the decree were read and each one discussed, the

Government making one or two minor changes. For our side Attorney Hugg, 
on reaching “Article D,” page 3, after the word “corporation,” seventh line, 
asked to have inserted the words “engaged in the various industries men- 
tioned,” which was readily agreed to by the Government. 

After the final reading of the document the Attorney General asked: 
“Are we all agreed?” Attorney Hugg, for our side answered in the affirma- 
tive, as likewise did United States District Attorney Hayward for the Gov- 
ernment. The document was then duly signed and sealed. Your Inter- 
national Officers, with Special Deputy Price, immediately returned to New 
York City, and on Monday, February 27, went into conference at the Park 
Avenue Hotel with the officers of the unions of the Southern Federal District, 
and a full and complete explanation was made to them of the entire matter. 
At 2 p. m. all proceeded to the Federal Department of Justice, located in 
the old postoffice building, and after many explanations had been made by 
Attorney Podell, all the officers of our subordinate unions signed the decree, 
with the exception of the representatives of Unions Nos. 4, 34, 37 and 84, 
these brothers stating that they desired to advise with their unions before 
doing so. 

On Tuesday, February 28, the decree was entered in the United States 
District Court for the Southern District of New York before Judge Learned 
Hand, Attorney Charles M. Beattie appearing for Unions Nos. 34 and 387 
N. Y., and President Albert O’Brien of Union No. 4 N. Y. objected at this 
time to the entry of the decree on the grounds that it had only just come 
into the hands of the respective clierits the day previously, and asked the 
court for a week’s postponement as a reasonable length of time for a full 
consideration of the things that they were asked to sign. The Government 
objected to any delay in the matter and suggested to the court that they 
were quite willing that the unions objecting be stricken from the decree. 

Attorney Beattie said, in answer to a queston from Judge Hand, that 
this elimination was not altogether satisfactory to his clients. and asked if 
at the end of a week, provided they were satisfied with the terms of the 
decree, they might come into court and sign it. He also said that there 
was some question in his mind as to the authority of the International 
Executive Board to sign or enter into any agreement that would be binding 
upon the subordinate unions. 

United States District Attorneys Hayward and Podell said the Govern- 
ment had satisfied itself upon the question of authority, reading to the court 
from the I. U. Constitution the Executive Board’s power and authority to 
make agreements, etc., between conventions. Judge Hand accepted this and 
ruled that in view of the Government’s willingness to omit the objecting 
unions from the provisions of the decree there could be no valid reasons for 
any further objections. 

In signing the decree Judge Hand also said that he had made up his 
mind to say a few words in connection with the arrangements between the 
Government and ourselves, but that in view of the fact that some objections 
had occurred he didn’t know whether he ought to or not. However, he did 
have the following to say: “It will be understood by the objectors that I 
am not discussing the bill of charges that the Government has against any 
one in this matter, as there is now a possibility for a trial to be pressed by 
the Government unless an understanding is arrived at, and as the matter 
might come before my court I want it understood that what I am about to 
say has absolutely no bearing upon what the Government has in its pos- 
session relating to the charges contained in its petition. I shall therefore 
merely state that there have been times when I have differed very greatly 
with the Government in the terms and provisions of decrees agreed upon, 
such as in this case, but after a very careful study of this one I can say 
conscientiously that it merits my highest commendation. Especially do I 
refer to that part which says that labor is not a commodity and places no 
stint of a maximum character or otherwise upon labor, but rather leaves 
it to the workmen’s qualifications and conscience, without restrictions, to do 
the right thing.” 

We now repeat that the decree in no way interferes with any basic prin- 
ciple of the parent body or its subordinate unions. The union shop is legal, 
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and we can continue to make International and local agreements with em- 
ployers’ associations to recognize and employ the members of our Interna- 
tional Union. The decree does not in any way interfere with our right to 
refuse to work with non-union men. 


The decree does not in any way restrain or take away the right of our 
members to refuse to accept employment or render any labor service under 
working conditions that are obnoxious to them. 


_ We have also the right to meet with our organized employers and nego- 
tiate, conciliate and arbitrate our economic conditions and the working con- 
ditions under which we will accept employment. 


Our absolute right to work or not to work is not involved by the decree 
in the remotest sense, and we can refuse, without question, to accept employ- 
ment from any contractor, firm or corporation when we believe and know 
that such acceptance would endanger and menace the progress we have made 
in years gone by, and would make it impossible to maintain with fair, honor- 
able and just employers the higher economic and social standards that we 
now enjoy, and to pursue under our united efforts those greater heights 
which we are striving to attain. 


There is nothing in the decree to bring comfort to the “shce-string”’ 
contractor, firm or corporation who endangers our welfare by the peddling 
or scalping of contracts, or who seeks to lump or sub-contract masonry by 
the thousand brick, or to install stone, marble or tile by the foot, or plaster- 
ing by the yard for labor only. These rotten practices imperil our very 
existence. To work under such dishonorable conditions, or, in other words, 
under “blood money ccntracts,’ does not reduce the cost of building con- 
struction. The peddling and scalping contractor or firm who practices these 
methods puts over a steal upon the owner and the building public and en- 
riches himself. Also he grinds down fair, square and honorable employers 
who are unwilling to take work under these rotten conditions until they 
reach the point where they are compelled to accept them in order to keep 
them from being forced out of business, and when this state of affairs is 
reached labor goes down and down to the very lowest standards of human 
existence. 


We have signed the decree in good faith, and your International Officers 
will not approve of, and subordinate unions will hereafter not become a 
party to any agreements with contractors’ associations containing the pro- 
visions that have been declared by the Government to be unlawful. Also 
any and all agreements that are in existence at the present time and have 
a period of time to run before their expiration are hereby declared null and 
void, and in all such cases the local Arbitration Committees will immedi- 
ately call joint meetings, and by resolution move to have such provisions 
lecally declared null and void. 


In conclusion, your Executive Officers wish to express their thanks for 
the uniformly kind and courteous treatment accorded us throughout the 
many conferences held with United States District Attorneys Hayward, 
L’Esperance and Podell and their assistants, Miss Brandeis and Mr. Hirst. 
Their patience in listening to our arguments and reasons for our participa- 
tion, and that of our members representing our unions on local arbitration 
boards, in the making of agreements containing the provisions now declared 
null and void, was infinite. We also wish to express to the State conferences 
and to our subordinate unions generally our thanks and appreciation for 
their many expressions of good-will and confidence in us during these trying: 
weeks. | 

As per the requirements of the decree, three copies thereof are being 
mailed under separate cover to each subordinate union, accompanied by one 
copy of the petition containing the Government’s charges. The decree must 
be read at the first regular meeting of each subordinate union following the 
receipt thereof.

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The Auditor’s Report 


The financial report of cur chartered accountants for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1922, should be examined carefully, especially by the dele- 
gates who are to attend the Springfield convention, as our financial needs 
must be carefully considered and our resources placed upon a solid founda- 
tion. We have no gold mines or mints to shell out currency to meet our 
financial obligations. The general membership has the making of our 
treasury, and we can only take out according to the amount that we put in. 
True, our balances in the general and defense funds are not yet depleted, 
but the deficits of the past several years have impaired them seriously. So 
much so, in fact, that if we attempt to continue under our present income 
it is only a question of time when these two funds will be completely defunct. 

Our chartered accountant has drawn attention to this very important 
matter, and we feel safe in saying that the delegates to the forthcoming 
convention will act wisely to the end that our financial resources shall not 
reach the condition that our present earnings and income threaten. 

Our strike assessment circular goes into our financial affairs extensively, 
and enough information is contained therein to show what is necessary to 
be done to meet the general and overhead expenses and fixed charges that 
have so.greatly increased as a result of the world war. Your Executive 
Officers are not responsible for these increased financial demands, and the 
circular will be found to make this point very clear to those who desire to 
be informed at first hand of what we do with the money that reaches our 
International Treasury. 


Conditions of Mortuary Fund 


In our mortuary affairs our income for the fiscal year shows a balance 
in our favor. Some months our mortuary claims exceed our income by 
many thousands of dollars, while in other months the claims filed and, ap- 
proved show a wide margin in our favor. And thus, when the twelve months 
of the year are ended and a balance struck, it shows an income exceeding 
the outlay. In so far as the mortuary fund is concerned then, we do not 
believe there is any immediate need of changing or increasing the income 
now derived from the present twenty-five per cent of our income per member 
monthly that is allocated to this fund. 


The Relief Benefit Fund 


Our relief benefits, earnings or net income for the fiscal year ending with 
June, 1922, show, after meeting all claims, a balance in favor of the fund. 
However, this condition was only made possible by the great care and watch- 
fulness that has been exercised in all matters pertaining to these benefits. 
Our roll of relief members is growing constantly and has already exceeded 
the number which our income permits of, and had each relief member re- 
ceived the full allowance which the relief laws provide, we would have paid 
out more than we received. We have eighty thousand dollars in cash in this 
fund, the balance being invested in the brick plant, with the interest accruing 
to this fund. Providing the relief laws are not broadened in their scope, 
however, we feel that there is also no immediate necessity for increasing the 
fifty per cent of our income now allocated to this particular fund. 

In our summaries covering and showing the increase in the relief roll it 
will be readily seen that the number of widows on the roll is increasing very 
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noticeably from year to year, and this phase of our relief benefits requires 
serious consideration. Under the present laws the widow is not required to 
state how long she has been married to her deceased husband. The question 
of whether or not the law should prescribe a certain number of years that the 
widow of a deceased brother must have been married to him in order to be 
entitled to relief benefits, is a question that we feel should receive careful 
deliberation, both from the practical and the humane standpoint, by the dele- 
gates at the Springfield convention. Our pension records show a greater mor- 
tality among the male beneficiaries than among the widow beneficiaries. 

Another phase that we are confronted with in numerous cases is that 
where there are property interests involved everything is in the name of the 
relief brother’s wife, a goodly income being derived therefrom. When we 
have had occasion to investigate such instances the relief brother has main- 
tained that he had absolutely no interest in same, and that he was absolutely 
without support. In some cases where the evidence secured indicated that 
the transfer was a subterfuge we have protected the relief fund. 

In many other instances the applicant for relief has declared absolute 
incapacitation, backed up by a certificate from a physician and approved by 
the officers of his union. Within a very short time, however, we have found 
these same relief members back at work and earning journeymen’s wages. 
These and many other questions pertaining to our relief fund that are con- 
stantly being met with are at times very hard to deal with. Our relief fund 
represents a problem that is filled with the human elements of life, and which 
are most difficult therefore to regulate by legislation. 

In the larger cities where there are a number of widows who are unable 
to go after their relief checks each month, same should be delivered to them 
personally. The time required for this purpose would not inconvenience a 
local officer to any great extent, and he would, I am sure, feel amply repaid 
at heart for the kindly act and the personal interest manifested, and at the 
same time our own interests would be surrounded with still greater safe- 
guards. 

Our Honored Treasurer 


In the passing of our honored Treasurer, Patrick Murray, after months 
of patient suffering, during which time he was confined to his bed, there was 
taken from our midst an officer who, in the forty years of service he had 
rendered as treasurer of our International Union, had displayed the highest 
integrity and honesty. In passing he also handed down a priceless heritage 
to the organization in the financial affairs of his office. Not a breath of 
scandal ever touched his administration in all his long years of service. He 
was trusted implicitly, and he never betrayed that trust. We were sometimes 
impatient at his attitude when the great increase in the financial transactions 
of his office demanded certain changes in his methods of taking care thereof. 
One of his frequent responses was: “This is my way of doing things, and I 
guess I’ll continue that way as long as I stay with you.” But this impatience 
was always stilled in the deep affection that we bore in our hearts for the 
honorable man that he was, and because of the long years of faithful service 
that he had rendered to all of us. 

His staunch faith in trade unionism never wavered unto the end. In the 
early days of his union life it required courage to be a true union man. He 
possessed this courage, and his union proclivities were boldly proclaimed and 
the union card which he loved and prized so highly was never secreted, even 
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though he knew that loss of employment and discrimination stared him in the 
face. This sterling spirit of unionism, coupled with those early days of trials 
and tribulations, unknown to this generation of union men, helped to pave the 
way for many of the blessings and privileges that we as union men enjoy today. 

We hated to part with you, Brother Murray, but it is the inevitable.’ 
God’s will be done, and may He reward you for your faithfulness to Him and 
your fellow-men. 

Your Executive Officers, after our departed brother had been laid in his: 
last resting place, decided, as the termination of the fiscal year was only a 
few months away, that it would be expedient and best to offer a temporary 
appointment to Brother Murray’s daughter, who had worked in the office 
with him for many years, and who had charge of his affairs for a number of 
months prior to his death. The appointment was made and a bond for $100,000 
was furnished, and she assumed the duties of the office, retaining the other 
employes until the termination of the fiscal year, namely, June 30, 1921, at 
which time the treasurer’s office was removed to Headquarters and taken in 
charge by Brother John J. Gleeson, member of Mo} 21 Hl.; and his bond for 
$100,000 having been duly executed. OF 

‘Brother Gleeson is a thoroughly capable officer and deeply interested in 
his duties. Hundreds of statements, consuming tedious hours und days of 
work, have been made out for the purpose of cleaning up old accounts and 
keeping the new ones straight, and subordinate unions should, and will, we 
feel sure, appreciate this work and in return make prompt settlement of their 
I. U. indebtedness each month to the treasurer’s office. When each monthly 
report is made out the coupon should be made out also, as is called for. The 
remittances should immediately follow the report. If this is done many 
misunderstandings will be eliminated. 

| Our Departed Sixth Vice-President 

In the. passing away of Brother Hickey, our sixth vice-president, we suf- 
fered the loss of another efficient officer. Brother Hickey was in Miami, Fla., 
at the time of his death. He had not been in ‘the best of health for several 
years, but he was uncomplaining, and through sheer love for the work he was 
engaged in he insisted on sticking to it constantly, resting only when his 
physical condition compelled him to do so. The loss of his son in the world 
war was a sad blow to him, but while he suffered much he tried to show very 
little outwardly of his true feelings, although his friends who knew him best 
were not deceived. 

Brother Hickey’s unionism was also dear to his heart, and in all the 
years that we knew him, both before and after he entered his official life, 
he was always to be found working and striving for a higher and better 
condition for his fellow-men. 

Brother Hickey was a stonemason, and on those occasions when the 
craftsmen received scant notice and practically no support from the brick- 
layers, he never gave up working, day or night, in the hope of securing, sooner 
or later, the recognition that was then denied them. He lived to see the ful- 
fillment of these desires, and this made him indeed a happy man, although 
with each passing year he grieved to see the stonemasons of New York City 
of the early years rapidly passing away, until the time came when the char- 
ter of the old union of his membership, having only a few members left, was 
taken down and the union’s affairs closed, and his and their membership 
transferred to No. 84 N. Y. 
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Death has claimed them, one by one, and now he has gone to join them. 
May the Almighty reward Brother Hickey for his faithfulness, and for the 
good deeds which he performed during his life as a union man to help bring 
about a better world and a greater happiness for the men and women who toil. 

Brother James P. Fox, of No. 11, Rochester, N. Y., was appointed by the 
president to fill the vacancy. Brother Fox needs no introduction. He has 
been active and prominent in our affairs, both local and international, for 
years, and he has served faithfully and efficiently in all that has been re- 
quired of him. During his life as a union man he has not been found want- 
ing, and has been a loyal defender of law and order and those principles 
upon which the welfare of our organization depends. 


Marble and Tile Branches 


In our marble and tile branches your Executive Officers have been able to 
maintain the standard wage-rate almost intact, regardless of the wage-reduc- 
tion movement. Only a slight reduction of fifty cents per day was conceded 
in the case of the marble workers, or a little over two cents per hour, leav- 
ing the scale at eight dollars per day. 

It may be said to the credit of the directors of the Marble Dealers’ As- 
sociation that throughout the war period they voluntarily raised the scale of 
their employes from time to time, and while we urged the maintenance of 
the $8.50 per day, holding the reduction in abeyance as long as we could, 
after the Landis Award, we finally consented to the reduction, preferring to 
do this rather than be forced to arbitration and thus take the chance of a 
greater reduction than that mutually agreed upon. The reduction proved 
generally satisfactory to our marble workers. 

During the present abnormal building conditions we have received some 
requests from our marble workers for your Executive Officers to take up 
with the association the question of an increased rate, but after considering 
the matter carefully, and mutually so, we reached the conclusion, as a result 
of our long experience and our knowledge of the situation, to leave the scale 
as it stands and allow any increase therein during the abnormal period to 
regulate itself. This we are firmly convinced was and still is the wise course 
to pursue. 

The Tilelayer Branch 


The International Agreement entered into in 1918 with the Mantel and 
Tile Dealers’ Association of America provided for a scale of $5.75 per day. 
Within two years our negotiation and conciliation policy with the represen- 
tatives of this association, by gradual steps, increased this scale to eight 
dollars per day. 

During 1921, commencing with the early part of the year, we held several 
conferences at the request of the dealers, at each of which they were persist- 
ent in their demands for a reduction of wages. Their position was that the 
reasons for the increases granted during the war period had now passed, and 
that the original scale of $5.75 should therefore obtain. They attempted to 
justify their demands by quoting decreased prices in the necessities of life, ete. 

We stoutly, and forcibly at times, declined to listen, much less consent 
to such a sweeping proposition, and at the final conference heid in December 
of last year, at which they informed us that their membership was growing 
very impatient and that a wage reduction must take place, our final answer 
was: “All right, gentlemen, we are ready to permit the question to go to 
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arbitration, and we will abide by whatever the award may be.” Finally, 
however, we agreed mutually to defer the question until the convening of 
the Mantel and Tile Dealers’ Convention to be held in Richmond, Va., in the 
month of February, 1922, at which time we agreed to have at least two of 
our Executive Officers on hand to finally dispose of this question. 

Vice-President Preece and Secretary Dobson carried out this arrange- 
ment. We addressed the convention upon the wage-rate and other questions. 
After adjournment we immediately went into conference with their Execu- 
tive Officers, and after consideration of many matters we were finally in- 
formed that the convention had agreed to continue the eight-dollar rate until 
the expiration of the International Agreement on April 1, 1923. 


Conclusion and Thanks 


We have weathered our 1921 experiences. We now know what the organ- 
ized interests of the country aim to do when the opportunity presents itself, 
and it is our bounden duty to see to it that history does not repeat itself in 
so far as our financial helplessness is concerned. Our International dues, in 
comparison with the dues of kindred institutions, are small. However, the in- 
creased cost of existence today must be met, and we cannot meet it with an in- 
come based upon the cost af maintaining our organization ten years ago. It is 
preposterous and ridiculous to expect it, and doubly so to attempt it. The great- 
est among us is helpless to foresee anything but the absolute depletion of our 
present balances under our present sources of income. To continue, therefore, 
basing our earnings on pre-war costs means to reduce our treasury to a 
state of pure beggary in the near future. 

Again we remind you that our present income was based upon the ex- 
penditures for the years prior to 1914. Since that time our fixed charges and 
costs of maintenance have doubled and trebled, and it was not until our 
Cleveland convention, two years ago, that our income was raised even a few 
cents. If there is a “Moses” among us who can present a way to reduce our 
expenses aS an organization let him come forth from his little ark in the 
bulrushes. We want to see what he looks like, and we want to hear him 
talk. We want him at our Springfield convention. Of. course the “Anvil 
Chorus” rings out strong and merrily, “Cut salaries! Reduce the wages 
of the men who have served us so faithfully in obtaining the various increases 
for us at regular intervals! Don’t give them a cent above a bare living 
wage!” Rest assured we shall answer that “cry” to the men who represent 
you at Springfield, and we shall present figures to prove that our financing 
of your affairs has not cost you a cent in these so-called increased “salaries.” 

Our personal thanks are due those brothers who in our struggle have 
extended us their appreciation of our work. They have helped us over the 
rough spots, and they have helped us in the performance of our duties, thus 
lessening the effects of the unpleasant things that we have met with from 
time to time during the past several years. 


My personal and sincere thanks are due First Vice-President Preece for 
the efficient manner in which he took charge of my desk during my serious 
illness and consequent enforced absence from office during the latter part of 
last year. He did splendidly, and any words of mine would but faintly ex-. 
press my gratitude to him. . 

To my assistants in office, Brothers Geeves, Camp, Foster, Riley and 
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Holton, heads of the various departments of your secretary’s office, as well 
as Mr. Paul Maas, assistant editor and manager of the Journal, and to the 
office staff generally, I also extend my thanks and my hearty appreciation of 
their loyal and efficient work. 


And lastly, may the wonderful activity of the building industry, which 
brought confusion and defeat to the numerous wage-reduction, the open shop 
and the “American Plan” movements of 1921, be of a lasting nature, and may 
the members of the unions that are sending delegates to Springfield assure 
said delegates that you are willing to give a reasonable share of the income 
you are now deriving from these increased earnings to the parent body, in 
order that our future economic and industrial life as an International Union 
may remain assured.

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CIRCULARS ISSUED FROM JULY 1, 1920, 
TO JUNE 30, 1922 


Circular No. 1 contained office notes, stay-away notices, unfairs 
placed, and delinquents. 

Circular No. 2 carried the information that owing to lack of 
sufficient accommodations in Akron, Ohio, the city of Cleveland 
was chosen by the Executive Board as the city in which to hold 
the seventh biennial and forty-seventh convention of the I. U. 
Constitutional requirements for the election of delegates and dele- 
gates’ credentials to that convention, were embodied. 

Circular No. 3 contained stay-away notices, unfairs placed and 
removed, and delinquents. 

Circular No. 4 contained an International Agreement octet: 
a decision by the-National Board for Jurisdictional Awards in the 
Building Industry, stay-away notices, unfairs placed and removed, 
and delinquents. 

Circular No. 5 (Special) gave the convention and hotel arrange- 
ments for the Cleveland convention. 

Circular No. 6 (Special) contained notices of bricklayers, marble 
workers and tile setters wanted, stay-away notices, and several 
non-union corporations. 

Circular No. 7 noted tile layers wanted, stay-away notices, 
unfairs placed and delinquents. 

Circular No. 8 contained stay-away notices, unfairs placed and 
removed, and delinquents. 

Circular No. 9 contained convention and office notes, and the 
following important matters: 

OUR RELATIONS WITH BUILDING TRADES COUNCILS 


Your Executive Board has gone on record that under no circumstances 
will the laws of our organization permit our unions to strike on orders of 
or resolutions by any Building Trades Councils, and we urge that this con- 
vention in no uncertain voice make it plain that the executive functions of 
our Government cannot be surrendered to Building Trades Councils, and that 
subordinate unions affiliated therewith shall not enter strikes until same have 
been sanctioned by the Executive Officers of this body. To permit otherwise 
will sooner or later destroy, not only our present splendid system of govern- 
ment, but will sooner or later undermine the very foundations upon which our 
Government rests. : 


IMPORTANT CONSTITUTIONAL CHANGES MADE BY THE 
CONVENTION 


Members convicted of misappropriating funds of any subordinate union 
shall be prohibited from holding any office or acting on any committee, either 
elective or appointive. 

No member shall contract work of any character covered by our classifica- 
tion of work without furnishing material. 

When positive proof is shown that an applicant for membership has worked 
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in any steel or manufacturing plant contrary to I. U. law, said applicant must 
pay a special initiation fee, whether his name appears on the delinquent list 
or not. Said fee when collected shall become the property of the union in 
whose jurisdiction the offense was committed. 

Any member committing or attempting to incite violence against any 
officer of a subordinate union, State or Provincial Conference, or the Inter- 
national Union or legal representative thereof, shall be forever debarred from 
holding office and shall be fined from $100.00 to $1,000.00. 

A traveling member shall either deposit his card or obtain a working 
Saas from the union in which he is employed not later than one week after 
arrival. 

Traveling members shall pay the local monthly dues of the union for 
working privileges. 

Members shall maintain their membership in the local in whose jurisdic- 
tion they reside when working in that jurisdiction. 

A member suspended for non-payment of dues if reinstated within thirty 
days shall become beneficial immediately upon reinstatement. This nullifies 
the existing thirty-day law. . 

The maximum penalty against treasury defaulters has been increased 
from $50.00 to $100.00. 

Apprentices will hereafter be registered at Headquarters and become 
participants in the Mortuary Fund. They shall pay $1.00 registration fee and 
30 cents for due book. 

Any member who commences or causes to be commenced any court action 
until all remedies provided by the I. U. law shall be exhausted, after due 
trial if found guilty shall forfeit all rights, benefits and privileges and shall 
never again be accepted as a member of this International Union or any sub- 
ordinate branch thereof. 

Any member issuing a check, draft or other token that is worthless or that 
cannot be immediately honored and paid in full upon presentation or when 
agreed upon, shall upon conviction be expelled from the I. U. ; 

Bricks made from any material shall be included in our classification of 
brick masonry. 

All applicants for membership shall hereafter pay the sum of two dollars 
which shall be equally divided between the Defense and Relief Funds. 

Any member becoming a member of or in any way aiding any organization 
known as the Industrial Workers of the World, The One Big Union or any 
other organization having similar objects and purposes, shall upon conviction 
be expelled. 

Stonemason members wishing to work at bricklaying an improvers’ card 
shall be issued to them in order that they may become qualified bricklayers. 

All initiations shall hereafter be published in the Journal. 


Circular No. 10 notified the membership ‘relative to the new 
International Working and Due Book, issued to all members of 
subordinate unions for use beginning with January 1, 1921. 

Circular No. 11 contained stay-away notices, delinquents, and 
the following important matters: 


REGISTERING APPRENTICES 


Financial secretaries will have prepared and sent to Headquarters a 
complete list of apprentices in order that they may be registered as per the 
law enacted at the Cleveland convention. Said list should contain the full 
name of each apprentice; his age; date of beginning and expiration of his 
apprenticeship; name and relation of his beneficiary. Along with said list there 
must also be remitted one dollar ($1.00) for registration fee and thirty (30) 
cents for due book and cover. Apprentices will be required to pay twenty-five 
(25) cents per month for Mortuary dues. 


TILE SETTERS TAKE NOTICE. 


Tile setter members should see to it that all tile setters’ helpers’ carry the 
card of membership of the International Association of Marble, Slate and 
Stone Polishers, Rubbers and Sawyers, Tile and Marble Setters’ Helpers. 
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OFFICE NOTES 


The increase in dues of ten cents per member per month will become 
effective December first and all subordinate unions will be required to pay one 
dollar ($1.00) per member as per their November 30th membership and will 
pay said increased dues each and every month thereafter. 


The increase of one dollar ($1.00) on all newly initiated members will 
take effect January 1, 1921, and all members initiated on and after that date 
will be charged accordingly. 


Circular No. 12 (Special) contained ‘the information that the 
Executive officers were leaving for New York City to defend them- 
selves and the International Union against. unjust charges made 
before the Lockwood Investigating Committee. Several stay-away 
notices were embodied. 


Circular No. 13 (Special) contains the following: 


Subordinate unions having local agreements with the Mason Contractors’ 
Association of their district when such is chartered by the Mason Contractors’ 
Association of the United States and Canada will incorporate in said agreement . 
the terms and conditions herewith stated. 


The following agreement has been entered into by and between the B., M. 
& P. I. U and all the associated members of the Mason Contractors’ Associa- 
tion of the United States and Canada: 


In furtherance of the adoption of the principles of collective bargaining, 
conciliation and arbitration in labor disputes and in the promotion of the closer 
relationship between employer and employe in our industry, thereby creating a 
more satisfactory and uniform condition and greater effectiveness in the 
Sie industry, we do adopt and declare the following as the basis of our 
relations: 


1. Bricklaying masonry shall consist of the laying of bricks in, under 
and upon any structure or form of work where bricks are used, whether in 
the ground, or over its surface, or beneath water, in commercial buildings, 
rolling mills, iron works, blast or smelter furnaces, lime or brick kilns, in 
mines or fortifications, and in all underground work, such as sewers, telegraph, 
electric and telephone conduits, and all pointing, cleaning and cutting of brick 
_ walls, fireproofing, block-arching, terra cotta cutting and setting, the laying 
and cutting of all tile, plaster, mineral-wool and cork blocks or any substitute 
for above material, the cutting, rubbing and grinding of all kinds of brick 
and the setting of all cut stone trimmings on brick buildings, is bricklayers’ 
work. Together with the cutting of all chases, toothings, joist: holes, and 
openings four square feet or less in seventeen inch holes, and thicker, twenty- 
one square feet in thirteen inch walls and thinner, and other classifications 
' of trades as outlined in the Constitution of the B., M. & P. I. U. of A. 


2. There shall be no cessation of work pending dispute. Where disputes 
arise the Joint Arbitration Board of the local bodies shall take up the matter 
and use every endeavor to adjust same. If no agreement is arrived at the 
Joint Board of the International Bodies, namely: The B., M. & P. I. U. and the 
M. C. A. of the U. S. C. shall be appealed to and their decision shall be 
final and binding upon both parties. In case of deadlock between the Inter- 
national Joint Board, the matter shall be referred to an umpire and his decision 
shall be final and binding on both parties to this agreement. 

3. Members of the B., M. & P. I. U., who desire to contract for masonry 
work, shall take a withdrawal card from his union and shall not be readmitted 
into membership for a period of one year from date of withdrawal. Provid- 
ing, however, that this stipulation shall not be effective in towns or cities 
wherein there is not a regularly organized and recognized Mason Contractors’ 
Association. The withdrawal portion of this acticle shall not interfere with 
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the rights of any local Joint Arbitration Board providing certain work to be 
done by aged, non-active or honorary members of a union. 


4, In order to protect the building industry and surround it with safe- 
guards in the protection against loss of life, limb and property, it is mutually 
agreed that ‘the local Joint Arbitration Board shall define those who are 
duly recognized and bona-fide employers of the members of the B., M. & P. I. U. 
In case of a dispute arising as to the qualification of a person, firm or corpo- 
ration to obtain recognition as a mason contractor or employer of the 
members of the B., M. & P. I. U. of America said matter must be referred 
to the local Joint Arbitration Board for their consideration and decision, and 
should the local Joint Arbitration Board consider such applicant a Mason 
Contractor or a regular employer of members of the B., M. & P. I. U. of 
America, it shall become the duty of said applicant to comply with all the 
rules, regulations, and requirements of this agreement by the signing of the 
same or subscribing thereto, and in the event that the applicant fails to gain 
recognition by the Joint Arbitration Board he shall be entitled to an appeal 
to the Joint International Arbitration Board: which decision shall 
be final. At no time, however, shall applicant’s work be interfered with until 
final decision is reached, and the applicant has been further qualified by the 
signing or subscribing to the terms of the agreement aforesaid. 


Should any contractor secure work in any other than his own city and in 
the jurisdiction of an Association affiliated with the Mason Contractors of the 
United States and Canada he must abide by the existing agreement between 
the B., M. & P. I. U. of America and the Mason Contractors’ Association of 
the United States and Canada, provided, however, that this stipulation shall 
not be construed to be in derogation of any agreement heretofore made by the 
B., M. & P. I. U. with general contracting firms who are recognized bona-fide 
employers of members of the B., M. & P. I. U., nor corporation work where 
men are employed regularly during the year. 


It is further understood and agreed that where any architect, owner or 
general contractor invites and takes bids upon masonry work of any building 
he must award the masonry contract to one of the original mason bidders. 


It is mutually agreed in case of alterations, additions or deductions in the 
original plans and specifications that at least two of the lowest bidders shall 
make the revised figures under the supervision of the general contractor, 
architect or owner. Should all bids be rejected and entirely new competition 
called for on the same work all bidders shall have the right to compete. 


5. Contractors shall be required to furnish all the materials and labor 
that enter into the work contracted for, except that which is recognized by the 
trade in certain localities as special materials which the owner reserves as his 
right to furnish, if he so desires. 


6. All overtime shall be paid for at the rate of time and one-half unless 
ctherwise pereed to locally. All holidays recognized or stipulated by the 
B., M. & P. I. U. shall be observed as holidays, and work done on these days 
shall be aat for at the rate of double time. 


No work to be done Saturday afternoon, Sunday and Labor Day except 
in cases of extreme necessity. Should necessity demand work on these days 
it shall be paid for at the rate of double time. 

Eight hours shall constitute the day’s work when two shifts are employed. 
When there are three shifts, each shift shall work seven hours and be paid 
for eight. No member of the B., M. & P. I. U. shall be allowed to work 
more than eight hours in twenty-four on any such work. 

7. Contractors reserve the right to withhold not more than one and 
one-half working days’ pay in any one week’s pay. 

8. When a change in wage-scale is requested by either party concerned, 
not less than three months’ written notice shall be given by either party to 
this agreement. 


9. The employment of all apprentices shall be under the regulations 
of the Local Joint Arbitration Board. 


10. Any of the conditions or provisions of this agreement may be 
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mutually changed, modified or altered upon ninety days’ written notice being 
served by the parties desiring the change, specifying the change desired. 

11. These rules shall be paramount to and take precedence over any code, 
rule or regulation, resolutions, order or by-laws whatsoever except the laws 
of the U. S. A. and the Dominion of Canada, and their interpretation shall 
rest with the Joint Arbitration Board of the B., M. & P. I. U. and the M. CG. A.

Circular No. 14 contained the information that the Hod Car- 
riers and Building Laborers’ Union of Newark, N. J., had taken out 
a charter from the International Hod Carriers and Building Labor- 
ers’ Union, and congratulated that body on its action; stay-away 
notices, unfair removed and delinquents. 

Circular No. 15 (Unnumbered) related to the bonding of finan- 
cial officers. 


Circular No. 16 contained matters relating to registering ap- 
prentices, stay-away notices, unfairs placed, and delinquents. 


Circular No. 17 announced the deaths of Brothers Patrick 
Murray, I. U. Treasurer, and James Hickey, Vice-President, and 
the temporary appointment of Mrs. Elizabeth Murray Davis, 
daughter of the late Patrick Murray, as acting Treasurer, and the 
bonding of that lady as such. 


Circular No. 18 carried the following: 


SPECIAL NOTICE 


Subordinate unions and members thereof will pay no attention to any 
communication they may receive from the so-called ‘Bricklayers’ Information 
Club of East Liverpool, Ohio.” This Club is not known to our members of 
East Liverpool and neither has it received the sanction of the I. U. Executive 
Board to sending out circular letters to our subordinate unions. 

Office notes, the shipment of the proceedings of the Cleveland convention 
and I. U. Constitutions, notice of the delinquent list being mailed and request 
subordinate unions to give strict attention to any necessary corrections; stay- 
away notices, unfairs placed and removed. 


Circular No. 19 carried the delinquents. 
Circular No. 20 contained the following matter of importance: 


It has been agreed by and between the Bricklayers, Masons and Plaster- 
ers’ International Union of America and the Mason Contractors’ Association 
of the United States and Canada that the agreement heretofore entered into by 
and between the above named parties, a copy of which was issued to each 
subordinate union in the form of 


SPECIAL CIRCULAR NO. 18, DECEMBER 16, 1920, 


that the hereinafter stated changes, modifications, alterations and eliminations 
be approved to the end that the good and proper intent and purposes of the 
said agreement be not misunderstood. 
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In towns and cities wherein there is not a regularly organized and 
recognized Mason Contractors’ Association of the United States ang Canada, 
the agreement will not apply. 

The following is a complete and full text of the agreement as approved, 
subordinate unions will therefore govern their actions in accordance with 
the conditions as herein stated. 

ARTICLE ONE (unchanged) : 

“Bricklaying masonry shall consist of the laying of bricks in, under and 
upon any structure or form of work where bricks are used, whether in the - 
ground, or over its surface, or beneath water, in commercial buildings, rolling 
mills, iron works, blast or smelter furnaces, hme or brick kilns; in mines or 
fortifications, and in all underground work, such as sewers, telegraph, electric 
and telephone conduits, and all pointing, cleaning and cutting of brick walls, 
fireproofing, block-arching, terra cotta cutting and setting, the laying and 
cutting of all tile, plaster, mineral-wool and cork blocks or any substitute for 
above material, the cutting, rubbing and grinding of all kinds of brick and 
the setting of all cut stone trimmings on brick buildings, is bricklayers’ work. 
Together with the cutting of all chases, toothings, joist holes, and openings 
four square feet or less in seventeen inch walls and thicker, twenty-one square 
feet in thirteen inch walls and thinner, and other classifications of trades as 
outlined in the Constitution of the B., M. & P. I. U. of A.” 

ARTICLE TWO (unchanged): 

“There shall be no cessation of work pending dispute. Where disputes 
arise the Joint Arbitration Board of the local bodies shall take up the matter 
and use every endeavor to adjust same. If no agreement is arrived at the 
Joint Board of the International Bodies, namely: the B., M. & P. I. U. and the 
M. C. A. of the U. S. A. shall be appealed to and their decision shall be final 
and binding upon both parties. In case of deadlock between the International 
Joint Board, the matter shall be referred to an umpire and his decision shall 
be final and binding on both parties to this agreement.” 

ARTICLE THREE, modified, changed and altered to read as follows: 

“Members of the B., M. & P. I. U. who desire to contract for masonry work 
shall take a withdrawal card from their respective unions: to be readmitted 
into membership in said unions at such times as the said contracting members, 
aforesaid, shall make application to the Joint Arbitration Board for an order 
of reinstatement, all of such questions carrying with it the full right of 
appeal of both parties to the International Joint Arbitration Board.” 

ARTICLE FOUR, modified, changed and altered to read as follows: 

“In order to protect the building industry and surround it with safeguards 
in the protection against loss of life, limb and property, it is mutually agreed 
that the Local Joint Arbitration Board shall define those who are or shall be- 
come duly recognized and bona-fide employers of the members of the B., M. 
& P. I. U. In case of a dispute arising as to the qualifications of a person, 
firm or corporation, to obtain recognition as a Mason Contractor or employer 
of the members of the B., M. & P. I. U. of America said matter must be re- 
ferred to the Local Joint Arbitration Board, for their consideration and decision, 
and should the Local Joint Arbitration Board consider such applicant a Mason 
Contractor or one competent to employ members of the B., M. & P. I. U. of 
America, it shall become the duty of such applicant to comply with the re- 
quirements of this agreement, by the signing of the same or subscribing 
thereto. In the event that the applicant fails to gain recognition by the Joint 
Arbitration Board, he shall be entitled to an appeal to the Joint International 
Arbitration Board, which decision shall be final and binding, it being under- 
stood, however, that at all times applicant’s work shall proceed until final 
decision is reached. ra 

ARTICLE FIVE now reads: 

“All overtime shall be paid for at the rate of time and one- half unless 
otherwise agreed to locally. All holidays recognized or stipulated by the B., 
M. & P. I. U. shall be observed as holidays and work done on these days shall 
be paid for at the rate of double time. 

“No work to be done Saturday afternoon, Sunday and Labor Day except 
in cases of extreme necessity. Should necessity demand work on these days 
it shall be paid for at the rate of double time. 
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“Eight hours shall constitute the day’s work when two shifts are em- 
ployed. When there are three shifts, each shift shall work seven hours and 
be paid for eight. No member of the B., M. & P. I. U. shall be allowed to 
work more than eight hours in twenty-four on any such work.” 


ARTICLE SIX now reads: 

“Contractors reserve the right to withhold not more than one and one- 
half working days’ pay in any one week’s pay.” 

ARTICLE SEVEN now reads: 


“When a change in wage-scale is requested by either party concerned, not 
less than three months’ written notice shall be given by either party to this 
agreement.” 


ARTICLE EIGHT now reads: 


“The employment of all apprentices shall be under the regulations of the 
Local Joint Arbitration Board.” 


ARTICLE NINE now reads: 


“Any of the conditions or provisions of this agreement may be mutually 
changed, modified or altered upon ninety days’ written notice being served by 
the parties desiring the change, specifying the change desired.” 

ARTICLE TEN now reads: 


“These rules shall be paramount to and take precedence over any code, 
rule or regulation, resolutions, order or by-laws whatsoever except the laws 
of the U. S. A. and the Dominion of Canada, and their interpretation shall 
rest with the Joint Arbitration Board of the B., M. & P. I. U. and the M. C. A. 
of the U. S. A. and Canada.” 

It is further understood and agreed that nothing in this agreement con- 
tained, shall be construed in any manner in derogation to the terms, conditions 
and provisions of any agreement heretofore made by the B., M. & P. I. U. with 
general contracting firms who are recognized bona-fide employers of members 
of the B., M. & P. I. U., nor corporation work where men are employed regu- 
larly during the year.

The agreement made and entered into at Cleveland, Ohio, February 14, 
1920, with THE TILE AND MANTEL CONTRACTORS’ ASSOCIATION OF 
AMERICA, providing for a wage rate of $1.00 per hour, has been extended to 
the first Monday of August, 1921. The Executive Committee of the above 
Association will meet with the Executive Board of the I. U. in July, for the 
purpose of considering a readjustment of the wage-scale. 
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NATIONAL BOARD FOR JURISDICTIONAL AWARDS | 


The following preamble and resolution adopted by the National Board for 
Jurisdictional Awards in the Building Industry is heartily approved by the | 
I. U. Executive Board and is herewith submitted for your consideration: 

“Whereas, At a conference held March 8, 1921, at Washington, D. C., be- 
tween the National Board for Jurisdictional Awards and the Presidents of the 
International Organizations of the Building Trades, the consensus of opinion 
with but one exception was that the Board should continue to function and its 
decisions lived up to in every respect, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That all affiliated organizations signatory and parties to the 
National Board for Jurisdictional Awards be directed to rightly adhere to its 
decisions as and when made and that work proceed on all building construc- 
tion in accordance therewith, irrespective of the attitude of any employer or 
employe or of their respective trade organizations.” 


REGISTRATION OF APPRENTICES 


The attention of subordinate unions is called to the following amendment 
to Article 13, Section 8, of the apprentice laws, adopted by the Forty-seventh 
Convention of the I. U., held at Cleveland, Ohio, October, 1920, as follows: 

“Tt shall be the duty of all subordinate unions to keep a correct roll of all 
apprentices, together with their time of entry upon their apprenticeship and 
discharge from same. 

“Every apprentice shall be registered with the International Union at the 
time of his indenture, and the Secretary of the International Union shall, im- 
mediately after receiving said apprentice’s name, issue a register number, 
said number to be assigned to the apprentice until the day of his initiation. 

“The International Union shall at cost price issue to all subordinate 
unions an appropriately designed apprentice working and due book, said book 
to carry pages enough to admit the entry for dues for the complete term of 
his indenture. 

“Tt shall be the duty of the International Secretary to issue Interna- 
tional apprentice books to unions reporting indentured apprentices upon re- 
ceipt of $1.00 registration fee and thirty cents for due book and cover, ac- 
companied by the necessary mortuary data as defined in Article 20, Section 1. 

“All apprentices should attend a technical night school for one year dur- 
ing their term of apprenticeship or take up a home-study course which shall 
have been approved by the Executive Board.” 

Secretaries will therefore please arrange to forward a statement to the 
I. U. Secretary’s Office at the earliest moment following receipt of this cir- 
cular, giving the name of each apprentice in their respective unions; branch 
of trade and age when indentured; name of person to whom indentured and 
business of said person; the day, month and year when registered and the 
name of union registered to; also date when apprenticeship period expires; the 
name of the beneficiary appointed to receive his International mortuary benefit 
and relationship, if any. 

The apprentice working and due books are now in the hands of the printer 
and we hope to be in a position to issue these books within the next week or 
two to each local that has filed an application for registering its apprentices. 


Circular No. 24 contains stay-away notices, unfairs placed and 


removed, and the following important matter: 
Brothers:—The following matters. are submitted for your consideration 


and action thereon: 
SPECIAL NOTICE 


Particular attention is called to Article XIV, Section 2, Sub-section 2, 
Paragraph 2, as amended at the Cleveland Convention, reading as follows: 

“A traveling member shall either deposit his card of membership, or else 
obtain a working permit, for which he shall pay the local monthly dues of the 
local in whose jurisdiction he is employed. Application to deposit or obtain a 
privilege permit must be made by the member not later than one week after — 
obtaining said employment. Failure to do so shall subject the member to be 
dealt Nia as the local laws prescribe in the jurisdiction the offense has been 
committed.” 
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Under the provisions of the above-quoted law it is optional with a mem- 
ber when going into the jurisdiction of another subordinate union as to whether 
he shall transfer his membership or not, and so long as a member agrees to 
pay local monthly dues for working privileges he shall not be required to 
make a transfer of membership.

The assessment will be levied upon all active members; upon withdrawn 
members retaining mortuary and relief benefits and upon members exempt 
from relief benefits, but it will not be charged against relief members. 


Circular No. 34 contained the delinquents. 


Circular No. 35 (Special) contained the following matter of 
importance: 


The Executive Council of the American Federation of Labor conforming 
to the action of the Denver Convention and with the purpose of “creating and 
stimulating a public sentiment that will not tolerate waste of life, has decided 
that there be a nation-wide demonstration of the people for disarmament on 
Armistice Day, Friday, November 11, 1921, the date of the opening of the 
International Conference on Limitation of Armament in Washington, D. C.” 

The movement is of such great importance to the welfare and interest of 
our members that we earnestly urge each and all of our unions to make ar- 
rangements to co-operate with the Central Labor Body, or Committee of their 
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district to the end that an unanimous demonstration may be made by all 
trades in your locality on the day designated. 


International Vice-Presidents and Special Deputies will also arrange to 
assist the local in the movement in whose district they happen to be on Ar- 
mistice Day by offering their services as speakers at the mass meeting of the 
district. . 


Circular No. 36 contained unfairs placed and removed and 
delinquents, and the following matters of importance:

Nos. 7 and 8 San Francisco and Oakland, Cal., request members to pay 
no attention to advertisement or letters from employers wanting men in these 
cities. There is now a large number of scabs and non-union men to contend 
with and the Employers’ Association is endeavoring to force non-union shop 
upon our members. 


Circular No. 37 (Special) contained the following matter of 
importance:

First: That there is no contention or dispute between the Bricklayers, 
Masons and Plasterers’ International Union and the United Brotherhood of 
Maintenance of Way Employes and Railway Shop Laborers over the classifi- 
cation of masonry work as defined in the Constitution of the Bricklayers, 
Masons and Plasterers’ International Union adopted at the Cleveland Con- 
vention, October, 1920. 

Second: But it is hereby understood and agreed that the officers, national 
and local, of the United Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way Employes and 
Railway Shop Laborers will not permit employes of the Maintenance of Way 
Department of railroads, who hold membership in said United Brotherhood of 
Maintenance of Way Employes and Railway Shop Laborers, to do masonry 
work, when such work interferes with the rights and privileges of members 
of the Bricklayers, Masons and Plasterers’ International Union, in districts 
where said masonry work is being done. 

Third: It is further understood and agreed that where disputes or mis- 
understandings as to jurisdiction arise, in any district or locality, such dis- 
putes must be immediately submitted to the International Officers of the 
United Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way Employes and Railroad Shop 
Laborers and the Bricklayers, Masons and Plasterers’ International Union for 
investigation and adjustment.

There are a few unions that have not as yet made payment of the special 
assessment which was levied some time ago. Unions failing to make this 
payment are placing their membership in jeopardy, as the Executive Board 
has ordered the I. U. Treasurer to withhold payment of mortuary and relief 
claims in the case of all unions in arrears. It therefore behooves all unions 
to see that their dues and assessments are promptly paid. 

The special assessment is to be charged on all active and withdrawn 
members retaining mortuary and _ relief benefits. 

- Many unions are dilatory about sending in their monthly reports. We 
shall be compelled to again place the Constitutional fine of $5.00 if unions per- 
sist in their neglect to send in their reports promptly. 

Unions that have not already done so will please send in their quota of 
apprentices for registration. 


Circular No. 40 (Special) contained the following matter of 
importance: 
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MARBLE SETTERS’ WAGE-SCALE, EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1| 1922 


Brothers:—Early in the present year, at a conference with a special com- 
mittee representing the National Association of Marble Dealers and the In- 
ternational Executive Officers, the existing agreement and proposed changes 
thereto was discussed and considered without decision, following which a 
proposal was submitted to consider reducing the wage of the marble setter. 
Your Executive Officers requested that discussion of the question be gone into 
at a date to be determined. 

A further meeting was held in July last when the wage question was 
again postponed. 

On October 14, 1921, representatives of the National Association of 
Marble Dealers, Executive Officers of the International Union and Thomas 
Wilson, marble setter member of No. 5 Ohio, met in Joint Conference, this 
time in Cleveland, Ohio, to consider the setting of a wage rate for marble 
setters in accordance with present economic conditions and after a thorough 
discussion, the Association contending for a reduction of one dollar and thirty 
eents ($1.30) per day of eight (8) hours, while your Executive Board urged 
that wage reductions were not justified. It was finally agreed to by both 
parties that the wage-scale for marble setters for a day of eight (8) hours 
be eight dollars ($8.00) per day, a reduction of fifty cents ($.50) per day, 
commencing January 1, 1922, with the understanding, however, that if con- 
ditions should change justifying a further reduction, that the matter could 
be taken up at any time thereafter. 


Circular No. 41 (Special) contained the following matter of 
importance: 


Another attack by the interests opposed to organized labor is about to be 
launched. The Department of Labor is to wrecked. The plan as outlined 
provides “that the powers and duties of the Department of Labor are to be 
scattered in various divisions of a proposed Department of ‘Welfare’ which 
will be composed of three major divisions to be known as Public Health, Ed- 
ucation and Labor, in which the labor division would have a new section to be 
know as ‘compulsory investigation of labor disputes for public information.’ ” 

Under the proposed plan or reorganization of the Department of Labor, 
the position of Secretary of Labor is to be done away with, thereby removing 
from the cabinet of the President of the United States the official who gives 
to the President and his cabinet labor’s side in controversies that arise from 
time to time. If, under the proposed plan, there will be “compulsory inves- 
tigation of labor disputes for public information,” it can readily be surmised, 
and correctly so, that “compulsory acceptance of these compulsory investi- 
gations of labor disputes,” will follow. 

Have your union give this immediate attention by making protest against 
this high-handed act to impair the usefulness and destroy the aim and benefit 
of the Department of Labor. Meetings of protest should be held in every city 
of this country. Please act quickly. 

Whatever steps are taken on this question by your union, mail copies of 
your action to Walter F. Brown, Widener Building, 17th and F streets, N. W., 
Washington, D. C., and also to Samuel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, A. F. of L. Building, Washington, D. C.

Recent efforts have been made in certain localities to bring about a reduc- 
tion in the present wage rate of tile layers, thereby attempting to destroy 
the uniform wage standard that has existed from the period that tile layers 
were accepted to membership in our organization. 
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The Executive Board of the I. U. therefore instructs those local unions 
having tile layers on their membership roster, that no change in the wage 
rate of tile layers has received the approval of your International Union and 
that the rate of one dollar per hour which became effective on February 14, 
1920, still prevails.

Circular No. 49 carried the announcement that the trouble with 
former No. 3 W. Va., had been satisfactorily settled, the court 
suits entered had been withdrawn, and the members had joined 
No. 9 W. Va. Also unfairs removed and delinquents. 

Circular No. 50 carried the delinquents. 

Circular No. 51 (Special) contained the following matters of 
importance: 

DECISIONS RENDERED BY THE NATIONAL BOARD FOR JURISDIC- 
TIONAL AWARDS RENDERED FEBRUARY 7, 1922. 
SHEET METAL HOPPERS AND SPOUTS IN GRAIN ELEVATORS 


In the matter of the. dispute between the Amalgamated Sheet Metal 
Workers’ International Alliance, International Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers and United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners, 
referred to in the foregoing title, it is decided that all metal work relating to 
Hoppers and Spouts in Grain Elevators when made of ten gauge or lighter 
metal, including reinforcement of light iron, cold riveted or bolted, be awarded 
to the Amalgamated Sheet Metal Workers’ International Alliance; when 
heavier than ten gauge the work is awarded to the International Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Workers. 


HOISTING, LOWERING AND PLACING OF ELEVATOR MACHINERY 


In the matter of the dispute between the Elevator Constructors’ Inter- 
national Union and the International Association of Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers referred to in the foregoing title, it is decided that the Elevator 
Constructors’ International Union be awarded the hoisting, lowering and 
placing of elevator machinery. 


OFFICE NOTES 


The following amendment to the agreement with the Tile and Mantel 
Contractors’ Association of America has been effected: 
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“It is hereby agreed by and between the undersigned parties to the agree- 
ment entered into February 23, 1918, and which expires April 1, 1923, that the 
wage-scale under the agreement shall be one dollar ($1.00) per hour for a 
workday of eight hours until the expiration of the agreement as above stated.” 


Adjustment of wage-scales of various subordinate unions, in- 
formation wanted, stay-away notices, unfairs placed and removed. 

Circular (unnumbered) advised the membership of bricklayers 
wanted in several sections of the country. 


Circular No. 52 (Special) contained the consent decree entered 
by the United States Court, New York, which is fully covered in 
the Secretary’s write-up. . 


Circular No. 58 (Special) contained a list of subordinate unions 
suspended for non-payment of dues, and stay-away notices. 

Circular No. 54 (Special) contained the following matters of 
importance to the membership: 


The unsettled working conditions confronting our locals of Boston, Mass., 
especially the tilesetters’ local of that city, requires that special care be taken 
by each of our locals of New England to see that the dues book of the tile- 
setter entering its jurisdiction to work shows him to be in good standing. 
Many setters now in arrears for dues and some that have dropped out during 
the trouble, are known to have entered districts, complete a job and go out 
again without any steps being taken by the local to ascertain whether such 
setter is entitled to recognition. As a matter of fact we regret to record 
that this condition, and which applies to the marble setter also, has been oc- 
curring in many districts throughout the organization. The activities of the 
Boston Building Trades Employers’ Association in declaring for the open 
shop has made it necessary to guard carefully our interests and we want 
each of our locals of New England to co-operate with us in this by insisting 
that setters without cards shall immediately make application to become re- 
initiated to membership and instruct those setters shown to be in arrears to 
immediately comply with Article XIV, Section 2 of the I. U. Constitution. 
This law will be found printed in the International Working and Due Book 
under the caption of “Instructions to Secretaries and Members.” 


Circular No. 55 contained the delinquents. 
Circular No. 56 contained International Agreements effected, 
the reinstatement of No. 14 Ky., several wage-scales settled, stay- 


away notices, unfairs placed and removed, and the following matter 
of importance:

It has come to the Executive Board’s notice that there are members of the 
I. U. traveling throughout the country working’ on permits whose due books 
do not show that they have paid the assessments of last year. Subordinate 
unions are hereby instructed to give no recognition to any traveling member 
whose due book does not show that he has paid these assessments, or, if a 
permit is granted such member to work, that the shop steward be instructed 
to collect the $4.00 assessment and forward it to the union in which, as 
the due book shows, said member carries his membership. 


Circular No. 57 (Special) contained the following matter of 
importance: 


The Executive Board of the I. U. has under consideration the question of 
revising the apprentice rules of the agreement entered into with the Tile & 
Mantel Contractors’ Association. These rules read as follows: 
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~ ARTICLE X 


“Section 1. It is agreed by the party of the second part that each em- 
ployer shall be allowed at least one (1) apprentice, and that when an av- 
erage of five (5) or more mechanics are employed throughout the year, he 
shall be allowed one (1) apprentice to each five (5) mechanics employed, with 
the maximum of three (8) apprentices to any one employer at one time. 

“Section 2. The matter of choosing apprentices shall be left to the Joint 
Conference Board of the party of the first part and the party of the second 
part. Apprentices must be properly indentured after three (3) months’ trial 
and shall serve a term of three (3) years. All apprentices shall be duly regis- 
tered by the secretaries of both parties hereto, such registration to include the 
date of the indenture, name of the employer and date of the expiration of the 
apprentice period. Terms of the indenture shall be prepared by the Joint 
Conference Board of the party of the first part and of the party of the second 
part. 

“Section 3. Wages received by apprentices shall be as follows: First year, 
$2.50 per day; second year, $3.25 per day, third year, $4.00 per day. Employ- 
ment of apprentices shall be continuous during the apprentice period.” 

It is also proposed to provide definite terms and conditions under which 
certain helpers may become improver tilesetters and finally admitted to 
membership as journeymen. The present plan under which the helper is given 
an opportunity to become a competent tilesetter states: 

“In all cities where there is a tilesetters’ union chartered and in which 
there is also a Tile Employers’ Association, a Joint Arbitration Committee 
shall be formed for the purpose of agreeing upon and making selection of 
certain helpers who are entitled to be advanced to improver tilesetters, these 
improvers to be put on probation for a period of three months at whatever 
increased wages are agreed upon. At the end of three months they are to he 
examined by the Joint Board and if they qualify they are to be given im- 
provers’ cards for one year at a wage to be mutually agreed upon by the Joint 
Arbitration Board. At the end of twelve months, if considered competent by 
the Joint Board, they shall be considered journeymen and be admitted to mem- 
bership in the local tilesetters’ union. If the Joint Board decides that they 
require further time in order to become competent tilelayers they shall be 
given a further period of six months in order to perfect themselves.” 

It is apparent that the rule for indenturing apprentices, including the plan 
adopted whereby certain helpers should be given an opportunity to become 
competent tilesetters, has failed to provide the additional setters necessary 
to take care of the tile industry’s growth. This shortage has been made even 
worse by the neglect of locals to see that the employer arranges to keep his 
apprentice, or his improver constantly employed. We are also informed that 
in some cases tile contractors, after obtaining an improver to tilesetting, will 
from time to time use the improver to do helpers’ work. Such a practice is 
clearly a violation of the condition under which improvers are granted and 
should cease, hence, we want our locals to see that when it has been agreed to 
advance a tile helper to an improver at setting, it shall be understood that he 
is to remain an improver and to be employed as such continuously until suffi- 
ciently competent to be accepted to membership as a journeyman tilesetter. 

It might be well to here state that the record of the Headquarter’s Office 
gives the total number of registered apprentices and improvers to tilesetters 
as ninety (90), while we have but fifty-three (53) apprentices to marble set- 
ting registered with thirty-four (34) of this number registered by Union No. 
4 of New York. It appeals to us that while the number of tilesetter appren- 
tices is barely sufficient to take care of the normal losses occurring through 
the decease of members and other natural causes, the total number of ap- 
prentices to marble setting is so small indications are that unless steps are 
taken in the very near future to considerably increase this number, the marble 
industry, including the trade interest of the setters, must suffer for want of an 
adequate supply of competent mechanics. 

It has appealed to us that the interest of the marble and tilesetter, as 
well as that of the tile and marble contractor, requires that something should 
be done to correct present conditions and to provide for a steady increase to 
the ranks of the setter to meet the growing demands of the industry. To this 
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end, we are asking the co-operation of each of our tilesetter locals in send- 
ing to this office any suggestions on the apprentice and improver question that 
may appeal to them to be an improvement in the present rules and for the 
betterment of the trade, including suggestions by marble setter locals that will 
improve their position also. 


Circular No. 58 contained the delinquents. 

Circular No. 59 contained wage increases, bricklayers wanted, 
stay-away notices, unfairs placed and removed, and the notice of 
close of the fiscal year closing June 30, 1922, and that subordinate 
unions in arrears with the Treasurer’s office settle before that date. 

Circular No. 60 contained the stay-away notices, unfairs placed 
and removed, and delinquents. 
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
